By  Peter  declared,  and  which  Paul  did  proclaim  ;

3.  But  Gentile  divisions  must  soon  have  an  end  ; 
With  the  coming  of  Christ  the  end  they  will  blend, 
And  shortly  the  wicked  will  bite  and  devour, 

For  'tis  truly  to  them  the  Brides  midnight  hour. 

4.  The  trumpet  in  Zion  is  sounding,  we  hear, 
But  the  Gentiles  will  mock  and  turn  a  deaf  ear, 
Because  in  division  their  minds  have  been  scaled  ■ 
Therefore  the  broad  sword  with  their  might  they  will  wield: 

5.  Not  so  with  the  righteous,  they'll  open  their  eyes, 
And  behold  their  blest  Lord  descend  from  the  skies, 
With  shouts  of  hosannah,  they'll  meet  him  and  sing 
With  old  Enoch's  blest  band  and  Jesus  their  King.

Detect  all  you  come  to  that's  out  of  the  way  ;

For  suiely  divided,  all  Kingdom's  must  fall 
B«M  the  one  where  God  will  be  all  and  in  a  1 1- 
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That  the  civil  authority  has,  in  almost  all  ages,  had  to  stretch  forth  hr 
arm  in  the  defence  of  the  true  believer  in  Christ,  or  come  under  the  eon- 
demnation  of  being  accessory  to  the  crimes,  depredations  and  murders' 
committed  by  the  lawless  rabble,  is  a  fact  that  is  too  glaring  to  be  denied  j 
and  it  is  equally  true,  that  the  civil  authority  has  had  to  walk  hand  in  hand 
to  protect  the  prespnt  principles  of  the  Protestant  Churchea,  from  the  daye 
of  Luther  to  the  present  time.  And  as  the  Apostle  says,  the  woman  is  not 
without  the  man,  neither  the  man  without  the  woman,  so  it  has  seemed  hith* 
erto  that  the  civil  law  is  not  without  the  religious,  neither  the  religious  law 
without  the  civil  :  therefore  I  have  seen  fit  to  write  the  name  political  with 
religious,  not  to  create  a  jealousy  in  the  mind  of  the  public  thai  I  desire 
the  religious  authority  should  usurp  the  civil  powers,  for  this  is  not.  th» 
case.  I  have  no  such  desires.  But  my  object  is,  that  the  people  may  un- 
derstand true  principles,  that  the  curse  may  be  reverted  from  their  shoulders, 
which  has,  and  must  fall  upon  the  civil  authorities  of  the  United1  States  of 
America,  in  consequence  of  their  not  redressing  the  wrongs  and  murders 
committed  upon  the  Chucrh  of  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  in  the  State  of 
Missouri.  The  reason  why  persecutions  have  raged  from  Adam  to  the  pre- 
sent day  is,  because  that  men  have  not  been  trilling  to  give  others  the  same 
privileges  that  they  themselves  are  disposed  to  take— which  arises  through 
the  lack  of  knowledge  and  a  want  of  understanding  the  true  principle  of 
cause  and  effects.  1  shall,  therefore,  only  insert  a  few  things  amongst  the 
many,  whereby  the  reader  may  be  enabled  to  detect  false  principles,  which 
end  in  destruction  ;  and  also  to  detect  those  who  profess  ta  be  the  servant* 
of  God,  and  are  not.  Should  I  succeed  in  this,  I  shall  have  accomplished 
one  grand  object  of  my  undertaking. 

As  this  is  the  first  publication  that  I  ever  attempted  to  present  before  the 
public,  I  would  here  say  to  the  reader,  that  should  there  bo  any  mistakes  or 
unjrammatical  phrases  in  this  work,  I  shall  expect  the  reader  will  overlook 
them,  and  not  let  them  destroy  the  truth  herein  contained. 


And  if  a  Kingdom  be  divided  agaiast  itself,  that  kingdom  cannot  stand. 
St  Mark,  3d  chapter  and  24th  Verse. 


In  examining  the  subject  of  the  division  of  kingdoms,  their  fall 
and  final  overthrow,  is  a  subject  matter  of  vast  importance  to  this 
enlightened  republic,  as  well  as  a  deep  interest  to  every  nation, 
kingdom  or  people  now  extant  upon  the  whole  earth.    And  in  order 
that  it  may  become  beneficial  and  salutary  to  all  people,  it  will 
not  only  be  necessary  to  set  forth  the  fundamental  principle  by 
which  all  divisions  aud  distractions  of  nations  and  kingdoms  htve 
originated  ;  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  that  principle   more 
strongly  and  clearly  developed,  which  is  an  eternal  principle,  the 
practising  of  which  alone  will  place  and  sustain  an  individual  upon 
that  foundation,  or  in  that  kingdom,  which  alone  stands  eternally 
aloof  from  every  corroding  and  distracting  principle  by  which  di- 
vision has  seized  upon  and  overthrown  the  nations  of  the  earth. 
i  will  in  the  first  place,  endeavor  to  show  the  origin  of  that  spirit 
or  principle  by  which  the  nations  and  kingdoms  of  the  earth  have 
been  seized  upon  and  prostrated  in  shame  to  rise  no  more  ;  and  in 
so  doing,  my  arguments  will  be  based  upon  the  Scriptures  of  di- 
vine truth,  and  sound  logical  reasoning.     I  will  then  quote  Gen. 
3  :  9,  15.     "  And  the  Lord  God  called  unto  Adam  ar.d  said  unto 
him,  where  art  thou  ?  and  he  said,  I  heard  thy  voice  in  the  gar^ 
den  and  I  was  afraid,  because  I  was  naked,  and  I  hid  myself ;  and 
he  said,  who  told  thee  that  thou  wast  naked  I     Hast  thou  eaten 
of  the  tree  whereof  [  commanded  thee  that  thou  shoulJst  not  eat? 
And  the  man  said,  the  woman  whom  thou  gavest  to  ba  with  me, 
she  gave  me  of  the  tree  and  i  did  eat.     And  the  Lore?  God  said 
unto  the  woman,   What  is  that  thou  hast  done  ?     And  the  woman 
said,  the  serpent  beguiled  me  and  I  did  eat.     And  the  Lord  God 
said  unto  the  serpent-  because  thou  hast  done  this  thou  art  cursed 
above  all  cattle,    and  above  every  beast  of  the  field  ;  upon  thy 
belly  shalt  thou  go,  aud  dust  shalt  thou  eat  all  the  days  of  thy  life; 
and  I  will  put  enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman,  and  between 
thy  seed  and  her  seed  ;  it  shall  bruise  thy  head,   and   thou  shalt 
bruise  his  heel.'' 

From  the  above  quotation,  the  reader  will  plainly  discever  from 
whence  that  principle  originated,  which  causes  so  much  division 
amongst  the  ioltabitants  of  the  earth      God  placed  Adam  and  Eve 


in  the  garden  of  Eden,  with  a  command  that  they  should  not  par* 
take  of  the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil  ;  and  he  had  a 
perfect  right  so  to  do,  because  he  created  them,  as  well  as  the 
earth,  and  all  things  that  surround  them  ;  and  we  read  of  no  di- 
vision until  the  devil  cawe  to  Eve  and  contradicted  the  word  of 
God,  and  beguiled  her,  and  she  became  fallen,  and  was  with  Adam 
cast  out  of  the  garden  of  Eden.  Thus  the  devil  assumed  the  right 
of  teaching  those  intelligences  with  whom  he  had  no  buskness,  oth- 
erwise than  to  beguile,  nor  no  hand  in  creating  ;  but  he  comes 
out  in  full  contradiction  to  the  word  of  God,  and  says,  Ye  shall 
not  surely  die.  Here  we  discover  that  two  intelligences  had  access 
to  Adam  and  Eve,  and  that  each  of  those  in'.eiligences  alike,  had 
power  to  communicate  their  ideas  to  them,  yet  in  contradistinction 
to  each  other ,  but  the  devi!  did  not  tell  the  truth,  for  we  read — 
Gen.  5.  5,  "  And  all  the  days  that  Adam  lived,  were  nine  hun- 
dred and  thirty  years,  and  he  died."  Yes,  he  died  before  he  was 
one  thousand  years  old.  Now,  inasmuch  as  God  spake  to  Adam 
before  his  fall,  he  no  doubt  had  reference  to  his  own  mode  of  reck- 
oning time,  as  the  Apostle  tells  us,  that  one  day  with  the  Lord,  is 
as  a  thousand  years — and  Adam  died  before  he  was  a  thousand 
years  old,  consequently  it  was  in  the  self  same  day  in  which  he 
eat  the  forbidden  fruit.-  therefore  God  told  the  truth — but  the 
devil  a  lie — as  saith  the  Apostle,  he  is  the  father  of  lies,  for  he 
Was  a  liar  from  the  beginning. 

Here  then  we  discover,that  Adama.jd  Eve  were  put  in  possession 
of  two  principles,  the  one  true,  the  other  false.  By  following 
the  false  principle  they  became  divided  against  themselves,  which 
brought  upon  them  death  and  destruction  of  the  immortal  systems, 
and  entailed  the  same  upon  their  posterity.  Then,  inasmuch  as 
Adam  fell,  in  consequence  of  receiving  and  obeying  false  prin- 
ciples taught  by  the  devil,  by  which  he  was*  brought  to  an  end,  as 
regards  this  spfrre  of  action,  I  feel  myself  safe  in  saying,  that 
every  nation  or  kingdom,  or  republic,  that  ever  has,  or  ever  will 
fall,  has  or  will  have  their  divisions,  fall  and  end,  brought  about 
by  a  greater  or  less  portion  of  them  obeying  false  principles,  orig- 
inating from  the  same  source,  or  fountain  head  of  all  wickedness 
and  divisions. 

To  sustain  the  position  I  have  taken,  1  will  just  give  the  reader 
a  few  yerses  from  the  12th  chapter  of  Revelations.  *•  And  there 
was  war  in  heaven  :  Michael  and  his  angels  fought  against  the 
dragon,  and  me  dragon  against  his  angels;  and  prevailed  not ; 
neither  was  their  place  found  any  more  in  heaven.  And  the  great 
dragon  was  cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  called  the  devil  and  satan, 
which  deceiveth  the  whole  world  :  he  was  cast  out  into  the  earth, 
and  his  angels  were  cast  out  with  him  ;  and  I  heard  a  loud  voice 
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saying  in  heaven,  Now  is  come  salvation  and  strength,  and  the 
kingdom  of  our  God  and  the  power  of  his  Christ ;  for  the  accuser 
of  our  brethren  is  cast  down  which  accused  them  before  our  God 
day  and  night.  And  they  overcame  him  by  the  blood  of  the  lamb 
and  by  the  word  of  their  testimony:  and  they  loved  not  their  lives 
unto  the  death.  Therefore  rejoice  ye  heavens,  and  ye  that  dwell 
in  them.  Wo  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  and  of  the  sea  ;  for 
the  devil  is  come  down  unto  you,  having  great  wrath,  because  he 
knoweth  that  he  hath  but  a  short  time  *  and  when  the  dragon  saw 
that  he  was  cast  unto  the  earth,  he  persecuted  the  woman  which 
brought  forth  the  man  child." 

Here  we  diseoyer,  that  when  the  e'evil  was  cast  unto  the  earth, 
there  was  a  wo  pronounced  u;  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  and 
of  the  sea — and  why  was  it  so?  Because  he  was,  the  instigator 
of  all  division,  not  only  on  the  earth  bui  in  heaven— as  it  is  written 
he  drew  away  the  third  part  of  the  hoats  of  heaven  and  cast  them 
to  the  earth.  Wherefore,  the  Lord  knowing,  that  through  the 
insinuations  of  satan,  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  would  become 
divided,  hurling  death  and  des'rur.tion  in  the  midst  of  their  ranks, 
both  by  sea  and  land-— hath  given  this  necessary  precaution,  by 
pronouncing  this  wo  upon  them.  Having  clearly  shown  the  ori- 
gin of  that  fundamental  principle,  by  which  ill  divisions  originate, 
the  reader  will  discover  that  it  is  a  principle,  when  followed,  that 
carries  with  it  death  and  destruction,  the  ultimatum  of  which  is  a 
final  overthrow  as  in  the  fall  of  Adam,  whereby  man  has  become 
fallen,  and  hurled  as  it  were  from  the  presence  of  God,  and  from 
the  beauty  of  surrounding  objects,  and  doomed  to  suffer  and  die, 
and  go  down  to  his  grave,  aad  there  in  silence  moulder  to  its  mo- 
ther earth,  and  there  await  its  final  doom. 

1.  And  in  this  dark  abode,  rr  List  we  for  ever  lie  ? 

Or  shall  we  soar  on  wi.igs  of  faith  ard  love  on  high; 
Thou  origin  of  false  prir  Mples,  speak  a  id  tell, 
If  thy  power  doth  all  ether  principles  axcel. 

2.  From  that  source,  no  cheering  sound  on  mine  ear  doth  break, 

Therefore  let  me  ever  all- Satan's  ways  forsake, 
And  seek  the  better  way  that  soars  me  i  r  above. 
And  ever  tread  the  path  of  union,  r    ice  and  lore. 

Having  set  forth  the  origin  of  dividing  principles,  I  will  now 
endeavor  to  set  forth  the  origin  of  those  eternal  principles  by  which 
intelligences  can  be  bound  together,  never  <obe  divided  nor  over- 
thrown. In  taking  a  retrospective  view  of  the  other  part  of  our 
subject,  we  discover  that  God  placed  Adam  in  the  garden  oC  Eden 
with  a  declaration  to  time,  that  in  the  day  he  partook  of  the  for- 
bidden fruit  he  should  surely  die  ;  which  took  effect  according  to 
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Iiis  word,  which  is  a  test:mony  that  he  is  the  origin  of  truth.  We 
find  also,  that  God  spake  to  Noah  on  this  wise,  and  said — Genesis 
7— 4.  "For  yet  seven  days  and  I  will  cause  it  to  rain  upon  the 
earih  forty  days  and  forty  nights — and  every  living  substance  that 
1  have  made  will  I  destroy  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth." 

By  reading  out  the  chapter,  you  will  find  the  promise  of  God 
fulfilled,  which  is  another  testimony,  that  God  is  the  origin  of  truth. 
One  more  testimony  recorded  in  Hebrews,  6 — 17,  18  .•  "Where 
God  willing  more  abundantly  to  show  unto  the  heirs  of  promise, 
the  immutability  of  his  counsel  confirmed  it  by  an  oath,  that  by 
two  immutable  things  in  which  it  was  impossible  for  God  to  lie,  we 
might  have  a  strong  consolation  who  have  fled  for  refuge,  to  lay 
lay  hold  on  the  hop'?  set  before  us."  Having  found  by  this,  that 
it  is  impossible  for  God  to  lie,  I  set  it  down,  that  he  is  the  origin 
of  all  truth  and  true  principles — for  a  sweet  fountain  cannot  send 
forth  bitter  vaisrs.  Then  I  ask  the  question,  upon  what  principle 
did  God  act  fa  the  beginning?  I  answer,  upon  the  principle  of 
virtue  and  truth — because,  to  do  a  good  act,  is  to  do  a  virtuous 
act — therefore,  God  in  creating  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  pro- 
nounced all  very  good,  consequently  ho  acted  upon  the  principle 
of  virtue.  Then  I  ask,  what  principle  moved  God  to  perform  a 
good,  or  in  other  word.?,  a  virtuous  act,  towards  mankind  ?  I  an- 
twer,  the  principle  of  LovE--as  it  is  written,  1st  John,  4,  8. — 
M  He  that  lovelh  not  knoweth  not  God,  for  God  is  love,"  conse^ 
quenily  it  was  that  principle  which  stimulated  him  to  exhibit  the 
principle  of  /irtue  in  trie  beginning — as  it  is  written  in  scripture, 
Christ  was  a.n  x  lamb  slain  from  before  the  foundation  of  the  world.- 
and  ag;  in,  John  4 — 10.  "Herein  is  love;  not  that  we  loved 
God,  but  that  he  loved  us,  and  sent  his  son  into  the  world  to  be 
the  propitiation  fo;:  our  sins:  again,  verse  11 — if  God  so  loved 
us  we  ought  to  love  one  another.  Again,  12th  verse — if  we  love 
one  another,  God  dwcllelh  with  us,  and  his  love  is  perfected  in 
us  ;"  and  again  as  it  is  written  in  Scripture,  "  love  worketh  no 
ill  ?o  his  neighbor;"  then  inasmuch  as  love  worketh  no  ill  to  his 
neii,  ;bor.  it  is  an  attribute,  or  principle,  by  which  we  may,  not 
onlv  try  our  own  thoughts,  but  also,  every  principle  of  law  by 
which  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  are  now  governed,  whether 
they  be  of  God  or  not — for  says  John,  in  his  2d  epistle,  6th  verse, 
"and  this  is  love,  that  we  walk  after  his  (Gods)  commandments, 
which  are  comprehended  in  the  great  and  grand  constitution,  or 
governing  principle  and  law  of  God  to  man,  as  it  is  written,  St. 
James  $d  eh-  p.  8  verse.  44  If  ye  fulfil  the  royal  law  according 
to  the  scriptures*  thou  shall  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself,  ye  do 
well."  Having  found  that  love  is  the  Constitution  of  God's  king- 
dom, end  that  he  acted  upon  that  principle,  when  he  gave  his  only 
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begotten  Son  to  redeem  the  world,  we  must  draw  the  conclusion, 
that  he  also  began  to  act  from  that  principle  in  the  beginning,  when 
he  gave  unto  man  his  agency  that  he  also  might  begin  to  act  upon 
the  same  principle  of  love,  that  he  might  become  exalted  on  high, 
and  become  one  in  Christ,  even  as  he  is  one  in  God,  even  to  be 
exalted  to  that  standing,  that  he  should  know  as  he  is  known,  and 
see  as  he  is  seen.  Man  then  came  from  the  hand  of  his  Maker,  in 
possession  of  intelligence  and  truth;  but  he  was  not  in  the  posses- 
sion of  love  and  knowledge  sufficient , to  prevent  him  from  parta- 
king of  the  forbidden  fruit— therefore  he  partook  and  fell,  whereby 
he  came  to  the  knowledge  of  falsehood  and  false  principles,  by 
which  he  became  subject  to  death  without  a  knowledge  o(  his  fu- 
ture existence,  or  whether  he  should  exist  at  nil:  consequently, 
that  life  and  immortality  might  be  brought  to  light  the  gift  of  his 
only  begotten  Son,  God  gave,  and  continues  to  give  revelation 
from  time  to  time,  that  his  purposes  might  be  accomplished  by  his 
continuing  to  develope  the  principles  of  virtue,  whereby  the  at- 
tribute of  love  may  be  begotten  in  us  through  belief  and  faith  in 
his  only  begotten  son;  that  we  also  might  begin  to  work  by  faith 
flowing  from  that  same  principle  of  love  by  which  he  himself  is 
governed. 

The  reader  will  now  see  that  a  kingdom  formed  and  built  up  on 
the  principles  of  truth,  by  virtue  and  love,  is  that  which  cannot 
be  overthrown,  because  these  two  principles  are  both  growing 
and  uniting,  and  centering  in  truth.  To  give  an  illustration;— 
God  being  in  possession  of  love,  was  moved  by  it  to  perform  a 
good  or  virtuous  act  for  the  benefit  of  man,  which  begat  the  prin- 
ciple of  love  in  him  towards  God,  and  also  toward  his  fellow  be^ 
ing.  Thus  love  produces  virtue,  and  virtue  begets  love.  These 
two  principles  thus  progressing  in  unison,  with  all  the  other  attri- 
butes of  God,  would  soon  consolidate  a  kingdom,  and  so  perfect 
it  in  love,  never  to  be  divided  nor  overthrown,  neither  by  men  nor 
devils.  Having  now  discovered  the  origin  of  truth  and  true  prin- 
ciples, and  that  when  practised  in  a  right  and  proper  way,  brings 
union  and  strength— therefore,  any  principle  that  does  not  ceniro 
ift  the  above  attributes  of  God,  viz  :  love,  virtue  and  truth, 
should  be  banished  from  the  affections  of  all  mankind.  In  so  do- 
ing, then,  our  sons  would  be  as  plants  grown  up  in  their  youth, 
and  our  daughters  be  as  corner  stones  polished  after  the  similitude 
of  a  palace,  and  plenty  would  surround  our  habitations,  cheerful- 
ness and  love  bloom  upon  evory  countenance  surrounding  our 
board  and  fireside,  neighborhood  broils  and  turmoils  cease  forever, 
and  the  sound  of  war  no  more  bo  heard  in  our  land.  Having  now 
before  us  the  cause  and  effects  of  both  falsehood  and  truth,  and 
hiving  discovered  that  they  are  diaraotrically  opposite  in  their  ea- 
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fare  and  effects,  let  us  tear  them  in  mind  in  the  examination  of 
this  subject,  as  a  rule  by  which  to  try  all  other  principles. 

In  order  that  we  may  obtain  a  correct  view  of  the  situation  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  «arth  at  the  present  time  in  regard  to  Politi- 
cal as  well  as  Religious  matters,  we  will  in  ihe  first  place  look  at 
the  subject  in  a  political,  or  in  ether  words,  a  temporal  point  of 
light.  Then  1  repeat  the  words  again,  •»  And  if  a  kingdom  be  di- 
vided against  itself  that  kingdom  cannot  stand."  Let  me  here 
observe,  that  a  principle  that  has  a  beginning,  will  have  an  end  j 
therefore  it  is  a  false  principle,  and  has  its  origin  with  the  devik 
This  is  a  rule  by  which  you  may  try  all  principles. 


A  KINGDOM  DIVIDED   AGAINST  ITSELF  CANNOT  STAND. 

This  declaration,  of  Him  who  is  king  of  kings,  and  Lord  of  Lords, 
?s  a  subject  matter  which  should  not  only  be  investigated  by  the  peas- 
antry of  all  kingdoms,  but  more  especially  by  those  who  hold  authority 
to  make  and  execute  laws  for  the  government  of  that  kingdom,  in 
which  they  are  exalted:  Who  should  ever  have  an  eye  single  10  the 
the  peace,  harmony,  and  constitutional  rights  of  all  men.  The  consti- 
tutional properties  of  man  is  that  which  is  in  possession  of  intelligence. 
Therefore  no  kingdom  can  exist,  without  the  free  assent  of  more  or  less 
of  those  intelligences,  because  to  constitute  a  kingdom  it  necessarily 
-requires  five  component  parts:  1st  a  country  upon  which  a  kingdom  may 
he  located — 2d  a  king  to  rule  that  kingdom — 3d  a  code  of  laws  by 
which  it  is  to  be  governed — 4th  it  will  require  officers  to  officiate  in  its 
laws — 5th  there  must  be  subjects  to  be  governed.  Here  I  would  re- 
mark that  man,  being  made  after  the  express  image  of  God,  and  in  pos- 
session of  intelligence,  'cannot  be  governed  with  any  very  great  length 
or  durability  of  time,  unless  upon  the  broad  basis  of  equal  rights  and 
freedom  of  the  60ul ;  for  all  men  have  aright,  constitutionally,  to  think 
«nd  act  as  they  may  see  proper,  provided  they  do  not  infringe  upon  the 
rights  of  others.  It  was  for  the  purpose  of  enjoying  these  constitu- 
tional rights  our  forefathers  left  their  native  soil,  and  sought  an  asylum 
in  the  western  world,  where  they  could  enjoy  that  freedom  constitu- 
tionally gusranteed  to  them  by  their  Maker.  Nation  after  Nation  has 
ftllen — City  after  City  been  wrapt  in  fire — yea,  all  the  kingdoms  of  the 
world  that  have  fallen,  have  been  rent  assunder,  spreading  blood,  car- 
nage and  devastation  throughout  the  inhabitable  globe.  All,  all  for  the 
■want  of  acting  according  to  this  theory,  or  constitutional  right  of  man: 
which  is  comprehended  in  these  few  words,  viz: — As  ye  would  that 
other  men  should  do  to  you  do  ye  even  so  to  them.  Then  inasmuch, 
as  Nation  after  Nation,  and  Kingdom  after  Kingdom  have  risen  and 
ftllen,  to  rise  no  more;  it  becomes  us,  as  American  citizens,  from  the 
most  retired  peasant  to  the  highest  officer  who  sits  in  the  chair  of  State; 
to  search  out  some  x>f  the  most  prominent  features  whereby  our  happy 
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republic  may  be  divided  and  rent  aseunder,  spreading  blood  and  carnage 
from  centre  to  its  circumference,  the  ultimatum  of  which  would  be  a 
a  final  overthrow;  to  fall  and  rise  no  more — only  in  the  memory  of 
those  who  after,  should  live  in  a  more  peaceful  time,  when  virtue  and 
chanty  will  be  the  growing  principles  of  every  heart.  But  before  I 
search  for  thoseMividing  features  I  would  first  observe  that  every  natu- 
ralized, as  well  as  free-born  citizens  are  bound  by  every  tie  of  nature  as 
well  as  law  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
State  in  which  they  may  reside,  and  to  be  ever  ready  to  step  forward  to 
enforce  the  laws  of  the  same.  Therefore  any  part  of  community,  or 
subjects  of  a  kingdom,  refusing  to  fulfil  these  duties,  or  even  neglect- 
ing to  perform  them,  will  constitute  one  very  considerable  step  towards 
a  division  in  the  Kingdom,  or  republic  to  which  they  belong;  for  when 
the  reigns  of  government,  are  slackened,  either  by  disaffection  or  ne- 
glect— then  temptation  becomes  stronger  than  the  restraint,  and  con- 
sequently leads  to  the  commission  of  crime.  This  principle  when  tra- 
ced would  bring  complete  division,  neighbor  against  neighbor,  town 
against  town,  and  State  against  State,  until  its  baneful  effects  resulted, 
in  an  entire  overthrow  of  whatsoever  Nation,  Kingdom,  or  Republic, 
suffered  such  a  principle  to  remain  in  their  midst — consequently  it  had 
its  origin  in  the  arch  enemy  of  mankind  even  the  Devil. 

But  again — when  any  part  of  community  rises  up  and  violently  com- 
pels, a  family  or  any  part  of  community  or  society  of  people,  to  be  ban- 
ished from  their  homes:  uncondemned  by  the  law  of  that  kingdom  in 
which  they  may  reside,  they  are  acting  upon  the  base  principles  of  trea- 
son, and  are  showing  forth  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  prominent  fea- 
tures of  a  division  in  a  kingdom,  or  Republic.  And  should  that  King- 
dom— Republic— or  State,  refuse,  or  neglect,  to  redress  the  wrongs  of  a 
family  or  people  thus  driven  or  banished,  would  be  incontrovertable  evi- 
dence that  that  Kingdom — Republic — or  State,  is  divided  against  itself; 
But  why  so  says  the  objector/  The  reason  is  obvious — because  they 
*re  at  variance  with  the  laws  of  their  own  make,  and  that  too  unrepeal- 
«d:  consequently  they  are  divided  against  themselves,  and  must  fall 
unless  a  speedy  reform  takes  place— for  that  principle  that  will  take 
away  the  rights  of  an  individual  or  family,  when  licensed  by  popular 
opinion,will  takeaway  the  rights  of  all  the  peaceable  and  loyal  subjects 
of  any  Kingdom,  or  Republic  allowing  such  crimes  to  go  unpunished, 
and  must  result  in  the  final  overthrow  of  the  same.  Therefore  lament, 
and  mourn  O!  ye  Republic  of  the  United  States  of  America!  For  a 
voice  of  sorrow  and  weeping  is  heard  from  the  West!  Because  not 
only  individuals  have  been  taken  and  strung  up  between  the  Heavens 
and  the  Earth  without  judge  or  jury!  But  a  whole  society  called  Mor- 
mons, have  been  robbed,  plundered  and  driven  from  their  homes — many 
of  whom  have  been  shot  down  and  butchered,  without  the  least  provo- 
cation, or  transgression  of  the  laws  being  proved  against  them;  and  yet 
this  vast  Republic  has  not  risen  up  and  redressed  the  wrongs  of  that 
innocent  people— but  the  blaze  continues  to  be  fanned  by  demons  in  hu- 
man shape,  through  the  press,  such  as  J.  C.  Bennett  and  others  who 
have  not  the  least  honorable  character  or  standing  in  any  socieiy  what- 
ever. I  would  here  state  that  lama  true  born  son  of  America,  and  that 
mj  father  was  at  the  taking  of  Burgoyne  and  assisted  in  laying  the 
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foundation  of  this  vast  Republic;  Therefore  when  I  see  it  tottering  to 
its  very  base,  in  consequence  of  such  unlawful,  unconstitutional  and 
treasonable  thrusts,  as  has  been  of  late  made  against  it,  by  his  high- 
sounding  excellency  Ex-Governor  Boggs;  it  causes  my  heart  to  bleed 
within  me,  and  my  tongue  to  cry  aloud.  Therefore  my  voice  is  to  you, 
O!  ya  sons  of  Columbia!  Arouse  ye!  Arouseye!  and  come  to  the  con- 
test: let  not  the  blood  of '76  sleep  in  your  veins.  But  say  you  what  can 
we  do  towards  avenging  the  wrongs  of  the  Mormons?  I  reply  much: 
Istj  by  treating  with  indignation  every  calumniating  story  told  against 
them  that  is  contrary  to  truth,  reason,  or  sound  constitutional  princi- 
ples. 2d,  by  stamping  the  teller  as  being  foolish,  if  not  an  infamous 
character,  for  as  a  church  and  people  the  Mormons  do  not  uphold  the 
violation  of  any  virtuous  principle  whatever.  Although  individuals  may 
be  found  transgressors,  it  does  not  condemn  the  whole  society,  for  when 
their  iniquity  is  brought  to  light,  they  are  immediately  excommunicated 
from  the  society.  And  I  hereby  testify  to  all  the  world  that  I  have  been 
acquainted  with  Joseph  Smith  for  the  space  often  years,  and  to  the  best 
of  my  knowledge,  I  have  never  known  him  to  teach  any  principles  that 
were  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Uuited  States;  neither  have  I 
known  of  his  teaching  or  conducting,  contrary  to  the  true  principles  of 
of  virtue  and  morality.  And  now  my  voice  is  unto  you,  O!  yo  Editors, 
who  stand  at  the  press  as  floodgates  of  intelligence  to  the  people  through- 
out this  vast  republic.  Let  nothing  pass  you  to  the  eye  of  the  public 
in  regard  to  the  Mormons  as  a  society,  unless  they  are  based  upon  the 
principles  of  reason,  virtue'and  truth,  for  they  do  not  believe  nor  prac- 
tice any  other  as  a  body  politic  or  religious.  In  so  doing,  you  may  in  a 
measure,  heal  the  wound  that  has  already  been  made  in  this  republic, 
through  division,  got  up  by  Missouri  mobbers,  which,  if  persisted  in, 
will  prove  tha  downfall  of  this  Nation. 

Go  ye  to  the  North  and  go  ye  to  the  South, 
And  unto  all  people  be  tongue  and  be  mouth 
For  surely,  divided,  all  Kingdom's  must  fall  ' 
But  the  one,  where  God  will  be  all  and  in  all. 
Nov.  25th,  1842.  N.  P. 

The  people,  as  n  body  politic,  are  in  essence,  the  law  and  con- 
stitution of  all  Republics  ;  and  when  they  become  so  blind  and 
stupid  to  their  own  peace  and  safety,  as  to  suffer  the  laws  of  their 
country  to  be  broken  and  trampled  under  foot  by  any  part  of  com- 
munity, and  the  offenders  are  suffered  to  go  unpunished,  it  would 
be  like  a  company  of  men  standing  uoon  a  sand  bank,  against 
which  a  rushing  stream  of  water  is  let  loose  from  a  fountain  above, 
in  consequence  of  a  flood  gate's  being  hoisted  by  one  or  more  of 
thair  number,  and  the  balance  of  the  company  alone,  having 
power  to  shut,  yet  remaining  unconcerned  in  regard  to  conse- 
quences, until  the  spot  upon  which  they  stand  is  undermined,j,and 
they  alike,  are  plunged  in  the  overwhelming  gulf  below,  and   hns 
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become  the  instruments  of  their  own  destruction — the  one  by 
transgressing  the  law,  or  true  principle  of  salvation,  and  the  other 
by  assenting,  in  refusing  to  shut  the  gaie  of  destruction  |  both  a- 
like  becoming  divided  against  themselves  by  acting  counter  to  the 
law  of  preservation.  In  viewing  the  subject  in  this  light,  who 
then  is  wise,  and  will  not  step  forward  to  redress  the  wrong  of  an 
injured  and  suffering  people  1  An  again  ;  Is  not  the  wisdom  of 
the  wise  perishing  and  the  understanding  of  the  prudent  come  to 
nought  amongst  the  rulers  of  our  nation,  as  spoken  by  Isaiah,  29th 
chapter  ?  Are  not  the  leading  men  of  our  nation  selfishly  seek- 
tng  emolumeniary  offices  ?  at  the  same  time  paying  little  or  no 
regard  to  the  general  inierestn,  peace  and  safety  of  their  constit- 
uents, and  foundation  upon  which  this  nation  stands.  And  are 
not  you,  my  readers,  a  component  part  of  the  waste  body  who 
only  have  power  to  shut  down  the  floodgates  through  which  is 
rushing  such  a  flood  of  collegiate  learning,  unbalanced  by  the 
principles  of  virtue,  wisdom,  and  sound  judgment,  matured  by 
deep  thought,  unbiassed  by  those  selfish  whirlpools  which  are  so 
fast  encircling  within  their  bosom,  tint  power  which  they  them- 
selves are  not  disposed  to  wield  in  support  of  the  rights  of  man 
and  suffering  innocence.  Then,  I  suy  to  you,  reader,  awake  to 
your  own  and  your  country's  salvation,  and  shut  down  the  flood 
gates,  and  begin  lo  sound  the  principles  of  men,  and  not  their 
learning,  and  put  such  men  in  office  as  will  enforce  the  law,  and 
be  willing  to  share  with  you  in  the  ups  and  downs  incident  to  hu- 
man life.  In  doing  so  you  may  wipe  away  the  stain  so  indelibly 
stamped  upon  our  nation's  character  through  Missouri's  Mobac*- 
racy  ;  and  [secure  to  ourselves  peace  and  plenty  at  home,  and 
iionor  and  respect  among  the  nations,  and  cause  unlawful  pride 
and  ambition  lo  stand  abashed  before  the  power  and  strength  of 
Union,  which  alone  can  be  sustained,  by  following  those  natural 
constitutional  rights,  which  brings  union  of  feeling  and  freedom 
of  soul  to  all  men. 

Another  fountain  head,  from  whence  flows  a  stream  of  oppres* 
sion  and  tyranny,  resulting  in  the  division  and  overthrow  of  na- 
tions, is,  by  their  legislative  bodies  making  laws  giving  superior1 
privileges  to  one  part  of  community,  which  are  not  granted  to 
others  of  the  same  kingdom.  When  such  a  principle  is  followed 
a  sufficient  length  of  time,  it  must  result  in  the  final  overthrow  of 
all  kingdoms,  where  the  people  are  so  destitute  of  the  knowledge 
of  those  true  principles  of  the  laws  of  nature,  (or  God,)  as  to 
suffer  such  laws  to  be  sustained  in  their  midst.  It  is  from  thie 
very  principle,  in  a  great  measure,  that  the  U..  Slates  of  America 
are  now  groaning  under  her  present  distress,  which  flows  Irona 
the    unequal   distribution   of  favors  from  its  law  making  departr 
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ment  For  when  the  power  to  monopolize,  is  lavished  upon  a 
few  individuals  of  any  kingdom,  the  balance  of  her  subjects  wilt 
eventually  be  brought  down  to  a  state  of  slavish  degradation  and 
misery,  which  must  result  in  the  final  overthrow  of  that  kingdom. 
Humanity  shudders  at  the  thought  of  oppression,  and  misery  har- 
rows up  the  feelings  of  man  ;  and  the  very  laws  which  for  a  mo- 
ment seem  to  bring  peace,  plenty  and  happiness,  result  in  want, 
wretchedness  and  misery,  by  which  their  passions  are  fanned  to 
a  flame,  when  laws,  men,  and  kingdoms  are  hurled  to  destruction 
by  that  raging  influence,  created  by  the  unequal  distribution  of 
power  bestowed  upon  the  aspiring  part  of  community  by  Iegisla* 
tive  bodies,  rulers  or  kings.  Unto  what  shall  I  liken  the  republic 
of  America  ?  I  will  liken  it  unto  a  man  in  alliance  with  a  com* 
pany  of  ignorant  aspirants  who  are  rushing  headlong  without  con- 
templating the  future,  into  whoso  hands  he  has  committed  a  curl- 
ing whip,  reaching  from  the  centre  to  the  circumference  of  his 
possessions,  with  directions  to  wield  the  same  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  promote  his  best  interest  and  guard  him  from  the  assaults  of 
surrounding  enemies,  whilst  he  himself  is  employed  in  attending 
to  other  necessary  avocations  of  life  for  the  sustenance  and  sup- 
port of  the  whole.  In  the  mean  time,  the  aspirants  begin  to  wield 
the  instrument  put  into  their  hands,  when  for  the  want  of.  being  in 
possession  of  true  principles  and  experience,  they  through  the 
influence  of  their  blind  guide,  (filthy  lucre),  commence  to  snap 
and  crack  the  whip  for  their  own  diversion  with  such  tremendous 
onguided  sweeps,  that  the  tail  of  the  lash  is  dashed  in  the  face  of 
him  whom  it  was  intended  to  protect,  by  which  he  becomes  so 
blinded  and  disabled,  that  he  is  but  just  able  to  wrench  the  whip 
from  the  hand  of  him  to  whom  it  was  entrusted,  whereby  he  in- 
just  enabled  to  stand  the  attack  of  the  other  intruders.  We  say 
then,  that  when  men  are  delegated  with  power  and  authority  to 
hire  themselves  by  their  own  stipulations,  and  then  haveacce&s 
to  the  public  treasury  to  pay  themselves  off  for  snapping  the  whip, 
is  a  principle  leading  to  oppression  and  division,  and  must  result 
in  the  overthrow  of  all  governments  thus  organized  when  persis- 
ted in. 

Again — when  a  kingdom- becomes  so  blind  to  their  interest  as* 
to  discard  and  destroy  a  banking  institution  that  has  been  estab- 
lished upon  natural  constitutional  principles,  giving  every  man  an- 
equal  chance  to  become  a  stockholder,  and  individual  property 
faolden  for  the  redemption  of  their  notes,  I  say,  that  that  kingdom, 
must  have  a  fall  and  must  feel  the  smart  of  being  left  destitute  of 
a  circulating  medium,  which  must  result  in  a  complete  disaster,  if 
not  a  final  overthrow.  Before  I  close  my  remarks  upon  the  polit- 
ical part  of  this  subject,  I  wiil  lay  before  the  reader  one  more  di- 
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vid'ing  feature,  which  might  bo  entered  into  by  this  republic,  which 
I  consider  one  of  the  most  deep  and  dangerous  principles  that 
could  be  established  in  our  midst ;  and  that  is,  to  debar  the  civil 
authority  the  right  of  investigating  the  case  of  a  criminal  while 
under  suspense  by  a  writ  of  habeus  corpus,  in  such  a  manner, 
that  he  may  prove  himself  clear  of  the  crime  alleged,  when  taken 
whilst  pursuing  his  usual  occupation  at  or  near  his  residence, 
through  the  demand  of  the  authority  of  a  neighboring  state  or  na- 
tion. Unless  this  privilege  is  given,  it  would  open  a  door  for  the 
destruction  of  our  most  able  statesmen  and  most  noble  warriors  ; 
subjecting  them  to  be  butchered  by  unrelenting  aspirants  and  dem- 
agogues, such  as  abound  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  who  have 
sought  the  lives  of  the  true  and  loyal  subjects  of  the  State  of  Il- 
linois through  the  deep  laid  plots  of  the  vilest  of  the  vile.  Thus 
our  nation  would  become  an  easy  prey  in  consequence  of  the  death 
blow  having  been  struck  by  her  enemy  in  time  of  peace  through 
our  liberality  to  our  neighbors,  and  our  Fesiricting  the  civil  autho- 
rity at  home;  whereby  we  should  become  virtually  divided  against 
ourselves.  And  finally,  I  feel  myself  safe  in  saying,  that  any 
kingdom  that  is  not  based  upon  natural  constitutional  principles, 
and  governed  by  natural  laws,  must  sooner  or  later  fall  ;  from 
the  very  fact,  that  there  is  but  one  true  principle  that  is  calculated 
to  bind  a  kingdom  together  never  to  be  divided. 

Here  I  might  go  on  to  describe  the  way  and  manner  a  kingdom* 
should  be  organized  in  all  its  various  branches  ;  but  that  would 
swell  this  work  beyond  the  size  intended  ;  and  my  means  of  pub- 
lication will  not  justify  it  at  present.  Neither  have  I  intended  to 
become  a  politician  at  present,  any  furthor  than  to  show,  or  in 
other  words,  detect  principles  calculated  to  lead  to  the  destruction 
of  nations  and  kingdoms;  and  should  I  succeed  in  turning  men 
from  false  and  destructive  principles,  to  the  searching  for  true 
and  wholesome  ones,  I  shall  have  accomplished  the  main  object 
in  pursuit.  Therefore  I  shall  lay  before  the  reader  but  barely  a 
few  ideas  in  regard  to  the  organization  of  kingdoms,  by  way  of 
comparison.  Then  I  say  that  the  body  or  system  of  a  man  is  the 
most  natural  machine  that  can  be  presented  to  the  mind,  to  re- 
present a  kingdom  in  a  correctly  organized  style.  The  blood  in 
the  veins,  may  be  properlv  compared  to  the  circulating  medium  or 
currency  in  the  hands  of  a  people  organized  according  to  natural 
principles.  Certain  causes  produce  certain  effects:  therefore, 
when  a  man's  veins  are  opened  and  the  blood  drawn  out,  the 
body  becomes  weak  and  emaciated,  and  unable  to  perform  its 
functions,  and  must  fall ;  from  the  very  fact  that  there  was  not 
the  nscessary  precaution  taken  to  supply  the  vacuum  caused  by 
opening  the  veins.     Thus  will  I  liken  the  republic  of  America. 
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Although  there  was  a  small  preparation  prepared  in  Kirtland, 
Ohio,  Tor  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  vacuum,  yet  the  people 
of  that  State  would  not  suffer  it  to  stand;  therefore  they  must  feei 
the  effects  flowing  from  their  own  acts. 

I  will  here  remark,  that  I  am  a  full  believer  in  modern  proph- 
ecy, therefore,  as  Joseph  Smith  delivered  a  prophecy,  in  regard 
to  Kirtland  and  Kirtland  Bank,  I  exerted  myself  to  the  utmost  to 
sustain  that  institution,  in  order  if  possible  to  prevent  its  fall  :  but 
wicked  men  were  determined  that  it  should  not  stand,  most  of 
whom  did  not  belong  to  the  Church  of  Latter  Day  Saints.  The 
•Bank  fell,  and  the  prophecy  of  Joseph  Smith  was  fulfilled  in 
regard  to  Kirtland.  The  prophecy  was  not  in  regard  to  Kirtland 
alone,  but  it  extended  to  far  West,  and  the  completion  of  its  ful- 
filment ended  in  the  overthrow  of  that  place,  and  final  expulsion 
of  the  Saints  from  the  State  of  Missouri.  In  consequence  of  these 
events,  1  was  thrown  into  debt  and  have  not  yet  been  able  to  pay 
them,  but  shall  as  soon  as  I  consistently  can,  I  have  had  to  en- 
dure much  affliction  and  privations  by  sickness  and  want,  having 
been  obliged  to  live  in  a  leaky  stable  for  six  months  together,  and 
then  carried  to  jail  for  the  want  of  means  to  pay  my  debts.  I  am 
not  yet  discouraged  in  endeavoring  to  do  good,  and  am  not  only 
willing  to  pay  my  debts  as  fast  as  1  can  obtain  means,  but  I  am 
willing  to  join  my  brethren  and  bear  my  share  in  redeeming  all 
the  Kirtland  bank  notes  that  were  actually  put  out  by  Joseph 
Smith  and  Sidney  Rigdon.  But  this  will  be  out  of  our  power  to 
do  until  the  United  States  gives  us  our  rights  by  redressing  our 
wrongs,  that  we  may  enjoy  the  same  privileges  of  other  citizens. 
Therefore,  should  this  republic  refuse  togive  us  our  rights  which 
have  so  unjustly  been  taken  (rom  us,  the  curse  of  our  not  paying 
■our  debts  will  have  to  rest  upon  their  own  shoulders  in  the  day  of 
judgment — for  no  man  can  pay  his  debts  whilst  hunted  from  pil- 
lar to  post.  Although  there  may  be  individuals  in  this  Church 
who  are  not  justified,  yet  our  leading  principles  are  just,  and  the 
Church  will  endeavor  to  carry  them  out  if  privileged  with  equal 
rights,  and  bring  offenders  to  the  law  and  constitution,  to  justice. 
1  furthermore  say,  that  inasmuch  as  I  have  wronged  any  man  wil- 
fully, I  restore  him  four  fold.  1  say,  then,  Jet  the  people  of  A- 
uneriea  beware,  lest  they  make  a  deeper  wound  upon  our  Consti" 
tution,  by  suffering  our  rights  still  to  go  unredressed,  and  Inno- 
cence still  to  suffer  by  the  hands  of  unrelenting  mobocrats  of 
Missouri,  and  also  by  unequal  distribution  of  favors  bestowed  upon 
unprincipled  men. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  probe  the  wound  already  made,  and 
prescribe  the  healing  balm  in  this  work.  1  shall  therefore  close 
my  remarks  upon  this   part  of  the  subject,  with  a  promise,  that 


should  I  ever  be  placed  in  circumstances  that  will  enable  me  to 
carry  out  true  principles,  I  shall  endeavor  to  act  in  a  manner  that 
will  bring  about  the  greatest  good  to  the  human  family  ;  and  here 
1  would  just  remark,  that  it  is  often  the  case  that  men  will  not 
open  their  eyes  to  see  their  best  interest  until  they  are  made  to 
feel  the  lash  of  their  own  wielding,  with  a  redoubled  stroke. 

Having  shown  in  a  concise  manner  some  of  the  most  prominent 
principles  whereby  Political  Kingdoms  may  become  divided  and 
fall— from  which  after  ages  may  learn  from  whence  all  division 
flows,  I  will  now  turn  my  attention  to  the  more  important  part  of 
the  subject  before  us,  and  take  a  logical  view  of  the  6ame,  so  far 
as  regards  the  union,  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  here  on  earth  ;  upon  which  depends,  not  only  our  present 
happiness,  but  our  future  and  eternal  salvation.  Although  we 
may  become  united  in  political  kingdoms  whereby  our  peace  and 
earthly  enjoyments  may  be  enhanced,  and  the  sunshine  of  peace 
and  prosperity  for  a  season  crown  our  days  ;  yet,  if  we  have  not 
been  adopted  into  that  kingdom  that  shall  never  fall  by  its  regular 
constkuted  authorities  as  organized  by  God,  we  shall  be  subject 
to  be  tossed  to  and  fro  by  those  dividing  principles  which  have 
prostrated  in  shame  all  their  devotees  from  the  days  of  Adam  to 
the  present  time. 

In  order  that  we  may  come  at  this  subject  in  a  manner  that  will 
carry  conviction  to  the  mind  of  the  reader,  I-  will  again  repeat  my 
text.  **  And  if  a  kingdom  be  divided  against  itself  that  kingdom 
cannot  stand."  The  Church  of  Christ  was  organized  and  estab- 
lished in  the  days  of  the  Apostles,  in  a  regular  manner,  having  a 
train  of  proper  officers  and  authorities  in  the  same,  necessary 
to  consolidate  the  church  in  love,  and  bring  them  to  the  unity  of 
the  faith;  being  also  in  possession  of  all  the  gifts,  powers,  and 
blessings,  described  in  the  12th  chap,  of  Isi  Corinthians,  and  4th 
of  Ephesians,  wise  Apostles,  Prophets,  Pastors  and  Teacher*, 
gifts  of  healing,  tongues,  and  miracles;  and  the  Apostle  tells  us 
that  all  these  are  necessary  to  constitute  the  church  or  body  of 
Christ,  and  that  tho  eye  cannot  say  unto  the  hand,  I  have  no  need 
of  thee,  nor  again  the  head  to  the  feet,  I  have  no  need  of  you. 
Then  I  say,  il  such  a  church  cannot  now  be  found  upon  the  earth, 
it  follows  of  course,  that  it  became  div'ded,  and  was  destroyed  or 
fell,  as  foretold  in  2nd  Thessalonians,  and  to  be  overcome,  as  de- 
clared in  13th  Revelations  ;  also  to  be  destroyed  as  spoken  of  by 
Daniel,  8th  chapter.  Here  then  I  ask  the  question,  how  shall  we 
expect  to  rise  to  meet  the  Saviour  in  the  cloud  of  his  second  com., 
iog,  unless  we  are  adopted  into  a  kingdom  organized  according  to 
the  foregoing  pattern,  having  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints? 
And  again,  where  shall  we  find  the  church  or  kingdom  of  Christ 
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ita  its  organized  body  ?  I  shall  not  at  this  time  give  my  own  an- 
swer to  this  question,  but  shall  insert  the  answer  generally  given 
by  the  professing  community,  who  have  been  of  long  standing, 
and  who  style  themselves  orthodox  ;  and  these  are  composed  of 
Roman  Catholics,  Presbyterians,  Congregationalists,  Baptists, Me- 
thodists, and  many  other  sects  too  numerous  to  mention,  who  all 
say,  that  they  are  the  Church  of  Christ,  but  will  not  admit  the 
church  of  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  into  their  fraternity, which 
by  the  by  we  are  very  willing  to  be  excepted,  and  to  be  set  apart 
from  their  number,  for  the  very  reason  that  we  do  not  believe 
that  a  divided  kingdom  can  stand  ;  yet.  they  have  the  absurdity  to 
assert  they  ?ompose  that  kingdom  spoken  of  in  the  2nd  chapter  of 
Daniel — which  should  never  be  destroyed.  1  say  then,  that  ac- 
cording to  our  text,  either  they  or  the  Saviour  have  told  an  un- 
truth—  Which  is  it  1  Surely  not  the  Saviour.  What,  then  has 
given  rise  to  so  much  division  l  I  answer,  the  fall  of  the  church 
by  the  hands  of  Popery  and  papal  darkness,  as  foretold  by  the 
prophets,  as  quoted  above. 

I  shall  therefore  proceed  to  show  some  of  the  most  prominent 
features  by  which  the  above  named  sects  have  become  divided 
against  themselves,  and  that  unless  a  speedy  repentance  takes 
placri  they  must  fall,  because  they  are  not  cemented  together  bv 
that  principle  of  law  which  governs  the  kingdom  of  God.  Here 
then  I  say,  that  the  Roman  Church  became  divided  against  itself, 
by  taking  the  sword  to  slay  its  own  members  ;  consequently  it 
must  fall.  Without  tracing  the  apostate  church  down  through 
the  dark  a^es  for  about  one  thousand  years,  and  so  on,  down  to 
the  present  cime,  I  shall  set  forth  one  of  the  dividing  principles 
that  now  exist,  and  trace  them  to  their  ultimatum,  showing  both 
the  cause  and  the  effect,  and  then  compare  them  with  former 
causes  and  effects  ;  for  there  is  no  effect  without  a  cause.  Jn  so 
doing,  we  may  get  a  perfect  understanding  of  the  situation  of  the 
professing  community  at  the  present  day,  and  come  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  tru'.h  and  true  principles. 

Tint  \  may  be  able  to  set  forth  the  subject  clearly,  1  will  h?re 
insert  thirteen  of  the  first  verses  of  the  llih  chapter  of  John's 
revelation.  '  And  there  was  given  me  a  reed  like  unto  a  rod, 
anal  the  angel  stood  saying,  rise  and  measur;  the  temple  of  God 
and  ihe  altar,  and  them  that  worship  therein,  but  the  court  which 
is  without  the  temple  leave  out  and  measure  it  not  for  it  is  given 
unto  the  Gentiles  ;  and  the  holy  city  shall  they  tread  under  foot 
forty  and  two  months.  And  I  will  give  power  unto  my  two  wst- 
nasses,  and  they  shall  prophecy  a  thousand  two  hundred  and  three 
score  days,  clothed  in  sackcloth.  These  are  the  two  olive  trees, 
and  the  two  candlesticks  standing  before  the  God  of  the  earth  —

And  if  any  man  will  hurt  them,  fire  proceedeth  out  of  their  mouth 
and  devouretb  their  enemies,  and  if  any  man  will  hurt  them,  he 
must  in  this  manner  be  killed.  These  have  power  to  shut  heaven 
that  it  rain  not  in  the  days  of  their  prophecy,  and  have  power  over 
waters  to  turn  them  to  blood  and  to  smite  the  earth  with  all  plagues 
as  oft  as  they  will  ;  and  when  they  shall  have  finished  their  tes- 
timony,  the  beasc  that  ascends  out  of  the  bottomless  pit  shall  make 
war  against  them,  and  shall  overcome  them,  and  kill  them,  and 
their  dead  bodies  shall  lie  in  ihe  street  of  ihe  great  city,  which, 
spiritually,  is  called  Sodom  and  Egypt,  where  also  our  Lord  was 
crucified  ;  and  many  of  the  people  and  kindreds,  and  tongues 
and  nations  shall  see  their  dead  bodies  three  days  and  a  half,  and 
shall  not  suffer  their  dead  bodies  to  be  put  in  graves,  and  :hey  that 
dwell  upon  the  earth  shall  rejoice  over  them  and  make  merry,  and 
shall  send  gifts  one  to  another,  because  these  two  prophets  tor- 
mented them  that  dwelt  on  the  earth.  And  after  three  days  and 
<t  half  the  spirit  of  life  from  God  entered  into  them,  and  they 
stood  upon  their  feet  and  great  fear  fell  upon  them  which  saw 
them  ;  and  they  heard  a  great  voice  from  heaven,  saying  unto 
them  c'orne  up  hither—  and  they  ascended  up  to  heaven  in  a  cloud, 
and  their  enemies  beheld  them,  aiad  the  same  hour  was  there  a 
great  earthquake,  and  the  tenth  part  of  the  city  fell,  and  in  the 
earthquake  were  slain  of  men  seven  thousand,  and  the  remnant 
were  affrighted  and  gave  glory  to  the  God  of  heaven/' 

Here  1  would  observe,  that  many  of  the  above  named  sects 
who  profess  to  believo  the  bible,  have  told  me  that  the  two  pro- 
phets or  witnesses  here  spoken  of,  are  the  old  and  new  Testa- 
*  merits.  Some  say  that  it  had  its  fulfilment  about  the  fourth  cen- 
tury— others  say  that  it  was  tuifilled  during  the  French  revolu- 
tion— and  again  others  will  sav,  that  these  prophecies  are  the  ful- 
filment of  the  declarations  of  the  angel  to  John  as  recorded  in  the 
last  verse  of  the  tenth  chapter,  and  thus  they  are  divided  and 
split  up  in  opinion  :  and  the  honest  enquirer  will  ask,  and  why  is 
it  so  ?  I  answer,  that  it  originates  from  the  same  source  that  the 
fall  of  Adam  did,  Which  was  throug  i  unbelief  of  the  word  com- 
lunica'.e-i  to  him  by  God  in  the  garden  of  Eden,  So  the  profes- 
ng  community  instead  of  waiting  for  the  time,  and  the  fulfil- 
lent  of  the  foregoing  prophecy,  are  beginning  to  disbelieve  the 
declaration  therein  con'lained,  and  deny  that  God  is  to  send  any- 
more prophets  or  revelation  on  the  earth  to  the  children  of  men, 
and  thus  one  man  gives  one  interpretation  and  another  man  ano- 
ther, and  both  disagreeing  with  the  word,  from  the  very  fact, 
that  John  declares  that  those  things  shall  transpire  aj  Jerusalem, 
*>r  where  our  Lord  was  crucified — but  the  time  has  not  yet  arri- 
ved for  their   fulfilment.     Let  ua  try   this  dividing  principle  end 
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see  the  result.     One  man  believes  one  passage  of  scripture  and 
disbelieves  the  next.     Another   man  disbelieves  them  both,   and 
believes  the  third  passage,  and  the  third  man  comes  out  an  infidel, 
and  there  is  an  end  to    the    Bible  as  being  inspiration.     Thus 
you  will  see  that  the  principle  of  disbelieving  and  spiritualizing 
the  word  of  God,   brings  an  end  to  the  religion  of  Jesus,  conse- 
quently its  origin  is  of  the  devil.     And  when  the  religion  of  Jesus 
Chiist  is  overthrown,   his  kingdom  cannot  exist  on  the  earth,  but 
men  become  alienated  from  each  other  and  finally  commence  their 
own  destruction  by  the  sword,  as  in  the  example  given  us  of  the 
Jews  in  the  days  of  the  Saviour.     There  was  then  existing  sad- 
ducess,  Pharasees,  Ezanees,   and  Herodians,  all  professing  reli- 
gion, yet  varying  one  from  another,  and  none  agreeing  with  the 
word,  and  although  warned  by  the  Saviour  of  their  approaching 
destruction,    yet  they   persisted  in  their  religious  divisions,  untifc 
their  streets  were  filled    with   the  blood   of  the  slain,  and  horror 
and  dismay  depicted  upon  every  countenance  in  view  of  their  own 
destruction.   Hear  then,  O  ye  professing  community,  and  hearken 
to  the  voice  of  one  who  desires  your  present  and  eternal  salvation. 
Lot  the  example  and  fall  of  the  Jews  be  a  looking-glass  before 
you  whereby  you  may  see  your  approaching  destruction,    unless 
a  speedy  repentance  takes  place,  by  your  striking  a  deadly  blow 
at   the   foundation  head  of  infidelity,   which  exists  in  your  own 
hearts.     And  again,  it  will  be  in  vain  for  you   to  cry  out  against 
deism,  and  deistical  principles,  until    you  shut  down  the  gate  at 
the  fountain  head  from  whence   tho>e  principles  flow,   which  en- 
genders unbelief  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men.     A  stream 
cannot  flow  higher  than  the  fountain;  so  can    no   fountain  send 
forth  true  and  false  principles.     Again,  inasmuch  as  the  different 
sects  claim   to   be   the  kingdom  of  God,  we  will  take  a  view  of 
them  in  regard  to  some  other  principles  prevalent  in  their  midst. 
One  is — they  will  not  commune  together:  and  I  have  not  the  least 
hesitancy  in  saying,  that  there  are  honest  men  amongst  them  all; 
anu  yet  one  denomination  assumes  the  right  of  saying  the  others 
are  wrong,   when  in  fact  they  themselves  are  blind  leaders  of  the 
blind,  and  till  for  the  want  of  being  taught  correct  principles  by 
one  having  authority.    Then   are  they  not  divided  against  them- 
solves?     Again,  they  will  close  the  doors  of  their  houses  of  wor- 
ship against  all  others  who  are  not  of  their  faitb,  and  thus  come 
out  in  open  violation  against  the  word  of  Goc  6poken  by  Paul — 
whe  be  says — try  all  things,  prove  all  things,  hold  fast  that  whieh 
is  good.     And  their  priests  even  go  so  far  as  to  persuade  their 
members  not  to  go  to  hear  the  gospel  preached  by  others. 

St.  James  says,  the  gospel  is  the  perfect  law  of  liberty.  Thee 
we  find  that  they  are  divided  agaiHst  themselves  by  th$ir  coming 
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out  against  the  Uw  by  which  they  profess  to  be  governed,  closing 
their  eyes  against  the  principle  and  maxim  of  our  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour, wherein  he  says  :  as  ye  would  that  all  men  should  do  to 
you,  do  you  even  so  to  them.  If  you  saw  your  neighbor  whom 
you  loved,  pursuing  a  course  which  you  knew  would  lead  to  de- 
struction, you  certainly  would  desire  him  to  listen  to  your  counsel 
until  you  could  show  him  a  better  way.  And  will  you  not  listen 
to  me,  gentle  reader,  whilst  I  shall  show  you  the  way  of  life  and 
salvation,  by  bringing  you  to  an  understanding  of  both  true  and 
false  principles  ?  Bear  with  me  then,  whilst  I  shall  lay  before 
you  the  origin  of  atheistical  and  deistical  principles.  I  ask  the 
question — From  whence  then,  do  these  principles  originate  ?  1 
answer  again,  from  the  same  source  the  fall  of  our  first  parents' 
was  effected,  And  how  was  that?  By  the  devil's  contradicting 
the  word  of  God  and  giving  it  another  construction,  whereby  his 
testimony  produced  stronger  sensations  ol  mind  and  greater  evi- 
dence,  than  the  word  communicated  to  them  by  God  himself. — 
Here  I  would  observe  that  all  men  are  forced  to  either  believe  or 
disbelieve  a  thing,  by  the  weight  of  testimony  laid  before  themj 
yet  it  is  often  the  case  that  men  will  decide  in  favor  of  the  leaser 
testimony,  because  it  is  more  congenial  to  their  natural  feelings 
and  dispositions,  as  in  the  case  of  Eve. 

To  bring  my  views  in  regard  to  this  matter  plain  to  the  under- 
standing, let  me  set  it  forth  in  plainness  before  you.  Then  inas- 
much as  God,  by  Moses  and  the  prophets,  Christ  and  the  apostles, 
has  left  on  record  a  prophetic  history  as  well  as  a  relation  of  things 
that  were  past,  a  part  of  which  has  been  literally  fulfilled  to  the 
letter  ;  it  ought  to  be  indubitable  testimony  to  us,  that  the  balance 
will  be  fulfilled  also;  but  notwithstanding  these  things,  we  find  in 
our  day  thousands  professing  divinity,  testifying  to  the  world  that 
God  means  something  else  differing  from  that  which  is  naturally 
conveyed  to  the  understanding  of  rrcen  by  the  word  itself,  thereby 
destroying  the  testimony  of  the  sacred  writers,  by  which  the  world 
has  been  thrown  into  a  confused  state  by  mistery,  Babylon,  or  sj  i- 
itualizers  of  the  word  of  God,  consequently  many  have  become 
infidels:  therefore  the  least  and  last  testimony  has  turned  the  scale 
with  them,  because  it  is  more  congenial  to  their  natural  mind, 
from  the  very  fact  that  they  have  not  been  led  into  all  truth  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  which  is  received  through  obedience  to  the  gospel, and 
by  the  imposition  of  hands.  Let  the  reader  here  remember,  that 
any  principle  which  produces  an  end,  or  has  two  ends,  has  its  or- 
igin from  the  devil.  The  principle  of  spiritualizing  the  scriptures, 
when  followed  to  its  ultimatum,  destroys  all  the  inspiration  of 
<Jod,  and  results  in  an  entire  overthrow  of  revealed  religion. 

Here  then  let  me  show  the  atheist  and  deist  the  result  ef  their 
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arrneiples  by  tracing  them  to  the  end.  The  deists  will  not  behave 
in  Christ,  because  they  have  never  seen  his  followers  perform  any 
miracles  as  (oretold  by  Christ  and  recorded  in  scripture.  The 
atheist  will  not  believe  that  there  is  a  God,  because  he  cannot  see 
him.  When  I  have  shown  the  end  of  this  principle,  the  reader 
will  discover,  that  they  have  both  embraced  false  principles.  Let 
us  trace  for  a  moment  the  idea  of  disbelieving  a  thing  because  we 
cannot  see  it,  we  will  say  then,  a  man  will  not  belieye  he  can  raise 
a  crop  of  wheal  or  corn  by  putting  the  seed  in  the  ear'h,  because 
he  cannot  see  the  crop  already  growing,  which  would  bring  an  end 
to  all  kinds  of  produce,  if  the  principle  was  carried  out.  So  in 
like  manner,  it  would  bring  an  end  to  all  intelligence,  for  we  can- 
not see  it,  and  consequently  should  not  strive  after  it.  Then  upon 
this  principle  of  reasoning,  the  atheist  would  disbelieve  his 
nonexistence  because  he  cannot  see  his  thinking  part,  or  the  spirit 
that  inhabits  his  body — therefore  he  is  become  extinct,  and  thus  he 
is  divided  against  himself,  and  must  fall,  or  is  not;  but  should  he 
become  so  wise  as  to  find  himself,  and  get  the  idea  into  his  head 
that  one  intelligence  supersedes  another,  and  trace  that  principle 
from  faith  to  faith  or  from  intelligence  to  intelligence,  until  he 
should  get  his  mind  big  enough  to  comprehend  true  principles,  he 
would  then  believe  in  God,  and  would  not  be  divided  against  him- 
self. Having  found  that  spiritualizing  tho  word  of  God,  origina- 
ted through  unbelief  of  the  word,  and  that  unbelief  is  the  root  of 
all  infidelity,  let  the  world  take  heed  to  themselves,  and  rest  not 
the  scriptures  to  their  own  destruction,  lest  the  day  of  the  Lord 
come  upon  them  like  a  thief  ia  the  night,  and  their  works  be  tur- 
ned upon  their  own  heads;  in  that  they  have  accused  God  of 
telling  falsehoods,  whereby  they  have  led  the  innocent  in  by 
and  forbidden  paths.  Therefore,  cease  from  all  your  religious 
divisions,  O  ye  sons  of  Columbia,  and  a!!  ye  nations  of  the  earth, 
lest  that  come  upon  you,  that  is  spoken  by  the  prophets:  the  cup 
that  was  filled  to  the  house  of  Israel  be  filled  to  you  double. 

Will  not  the  same  cause  produce  the  same  effect  now  as  in  the 
day  that  Israel  rejected  the  rock  of  their  salvation  1  Were  not 
the  Jews  filled  with  religious  divisions  in  that  day  whereby  they 
stumbled  upon  that  rock,  and  were  broken  and  scattered  !  How 
much  more  then,  O  ye  Gentiles,  will  that  rock  full  upon  you, 
through  your  divisions,  except  ye  repent  and  forsake  those  divi- 
ding principles,  and  embrace  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord. 


CHAPTER  11. 


And  at  midnight  there  was  a  cry  made,  Behold  the  Bridegroom, 
come  ve  out  to  meet  him.      Matthew  25  :  6. 


Having  been  put  in  possession  of  a  small  book  or  pamphlet, 
called  the  Midnight  Cry,   put  out  by  L.  D.  Fleming,  and  having 
perused  its  pages,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  write  some  few  ideas  upon 
the  second  coming  of  Chrisi  and  lay  them  before  the  public,  in  or- 
der that  truth  may  come  to  light,  and  also  to  detect  some  of  the 
errors  of  Millerism  as  set  forth  in  the  Midnight  Cryr  ior  it  must 
t>e,  (hat  Mr.  Miller,  Fleming,  and  others  of  the  same  stamp   are 
making  a  false  alarm  without  having  received  authority  from  a 
proper  source  ;  consequently  their  trumpet  gives  an   uncertain 
sound,  as  in  the  introduction  to  tne  Midnight  Cry  by  Mr.  Fleming. 
On  page  9th,  instead  of  saying  go  ye  out  to  meet  him,  he  says, 
"  Behold   the    Bridegroom    cometh,"  get  ye  ready  to  meet  him. 
Now  there  is  a  wide  difference  betwixt  getting  ready  to  do  a  thing 
and  doing  it;  but  I  suppose  Mr.  Fleming  wishes  us  to  get  ready 
and  then  wait  upon  Mr.  Miller  for  marching  orders,  and  then  all 
go  out  together  to  meet  the  bridegroom;  but  for  me  I  shall  not  wait 
for  his  orders,  from  the  very  fact  that  his  Trumpet  gives  an  un- 
certain sound  the  very   first   blast,  and  if  he  starts  wrong,  ten 
chances  to  one  if  he  is  not  found  among  the  foolish  virgins,  for 
their  cry  is  at  least  15  or  20  minutes  behind  the  trumpet  that  gives 
the  true  sound.     Therefore  it  will  compare  exactly  with  the  pro» 
phecy  of  Joel,  3d   chap.  9th  and  10th;  Proclaim  ye  this  among 
the  Gentiles,  Prepare  war,   wake  up  the  mighty  men,  let  all  the 
men  of  war  draw  near;  let  them  come  up;  Beat  your  plowshares 
into  swords,  and  your  pruning  hooks  into  spears,  let  the  weak  say 
'I  am  strong.     Here  we  find   that  Joel  says,  prepare;  and  Mr. 
Fleming  says  get  ye  ready;    which  is  all  the  same.     But  the 
trumpet  of  salvation  is  to  be  blown  first  in  Zion,  as  you  will  read 
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in  Joel  2nd.  The  people  ar«  actually  to  be  gathered  and  the  con- 
gregation sanctified;  and  the  Priests  weep  between  the  porch 
and  the  altar,  from  the  very  fact  that  the  Lord  is  to  come  sud- 
denly to  his  temple,  as  declared  in  Malachi  3d,  but  the  Miller- 
ires  do  not  intend  to  go  out  to  build  a  Temple  and  there  meet 
him,  but  they  intend  to  get  ready  to  do  a  thing  but  never  do  it. 
The  writer  of  the  Midnight  Cry,  slates  on  page  22d  that  Christ'* 
second  coming,  is  to  prepare  the  Earth  for  the  New  Jerusalem, 
and  on  page  29th  and  30th  attempts  to  show  that  it  is  to  come 
down  and  remain  on  earth  during  the  thousand  years'  reign  of 
Christ, and  that  the  wicked  are  to  be  raised  up  from  the  dead,  and 
then  with  Satan  at  their  head  they  will  surround  the  beloved  city; 
and  these  he  calls  the  army  of  Gog  and  Magog,  described  in  20 
of  Rev.  Thus  his  trumpet  gives  an  uncertain  sound,  making  a 
complete  jargon  throughout  the  scriptures;  because  instead  of 
Christ  preparing  the  way  for  the  New  Jerusalem,  the  saints  of 
the  last  days  have  got  to  go  out  of  Babylon  and  build  the  Temple 
and  the  City,  and  prepare  the  way  for  his  coming,  as  recorded, 
Isaiah  54:  11-12  "  O  thou  afflicted,  tossed  with  tempests  and  not 
comforted,  Behold  I  will  lay  thy  stones  with  fair  colours,  and  lay 
thy  foundations  with  sapphires,  and  I  will  make  thy  windows  of 
agates  and  thy  gates  of  carbuncles,  and  thy  borders  of  pleasant 
stones*" 

Again,  6Qth  chap.,  13  verse;  "The  glory  of  Lebanon  shali 
come  unto  thee,  the  fir  tree,  the  pine  tree,  and  the  box,  together 
to  beautify  the  place  of  my  sanctuary,  and  I  will  make  the  place 
of  my  feet  glorious.  Again,  14  verse,  "And  they  shall  call  thee 
The  City  of  the  Lord,  The  Zion  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel." 
Let  the  reader  examine  both  of  these  chapters,  and  when  the 
preparatory  work  is  accomplished,  then  will  be  fulfilled  that 
whieh  is  written,  Isaiah  59th,  20th.  "And  the  Redeemer  shai! 
come  to  Zion  and  unto  them  that  turn  from  transgression  in  Jocob 
aaith  the  Lord."  It  is  then  the  wicled  will  be  cut  off  and  Satan 
bound,  and  those  who  remain  will  go  forth  and  people  the  earth 
and  grow  up  as  calves  of  the  stall,  as  foretold  by  Malachi,  4th, 
2d,  and  also  as  spoken  by  Isaiah,  65th,  20th.  "There  shall  be  no 
more  thence  an.  infant  of  days,  nor  an  old  man  that  hath  not  filled 
his  days  for  the  child  shall  die  an  hundred  years  old  but  the  em* 
ner  being  an  hundred  years  old  shall  be  accursed."  Verse  23d, 
for  they  are  the  seed  of  the  blessed  of  the  Lord  and  their  ofl> 
spring  with  them."  From  the  forgoing  we  get  a  clue  from  whence 
the  army  of  Gog  and  Magog  are  to  come  from:  viz,  those  who 
are  to  be  born  after  the  millennium  or  the  reign  of  Christ,  one 
thousand  years  on  the  aaith.  But  the  army  of  Gog, 
gp9ken    of    by    Ezekiel     in    the    39th    chapter    it    the    one

that  is  to  be  destroyedjust  previous,  or  at  the  second  coming  of 
Christ,  which  is  to  be  gathered  from  arooqgthe  Gentiles,  because 
Ezekiel  is  speaking  of  Meshech  and  Tubal,  who  were  the  sons 
of  Japheth,  from  whom  the  Gentiles  sprang;  but  Israel  descend- 
ed from  Shem,  and  the  Blacks  from  Ham.  So  then  we  find  that 
Israel  has  got  to  go  out  from  Babylon,  or  from  among  the  nations 
to  meet  the  bridegroom,  whilst  the  Gentile  millenium  will  be  to 
beat  their  plough  shares  iuto  swords,  from  the  very  fact  t^iat  their 
kingdom  is  divided,  and  must  fall  according  to  the  word  of  the 
Lord.  Therefore  it  is  written,  come  out  of  her  my  people  that 
ye  be  not  partakers  of  her  sins  and  that  ye  receive  not  of  her 
plagues.  Again  the  Midnight  Cry  on  pages  50  and  68  applies* 
the  Old  and  New  Testament  to  the  two  prophets  spoken  of  in 
the  11th  of  Rev.  that  are  to  be  sent  of  God  to  prophecy  to  Me 
Jews  at  Jerusalem  before  Christ's  coming,  who  are  to  be  slain 
and  lie  unburied  three  days  and  a  half  and  then  arise  from  the 
dead  and  ascend  into  heaven.  The  writer  has  very  curiously 
mingled  this  chapter  with  the  exploits  of  Berthier  a  French  Gen- 
eral who  with  his  army  entered  Rome  in  the  year  1798  and  over- 
threw Popery  and  brake  the  little  horn  spoken  of  by  Daniel,, 
when  the  bible  was  raised  from  the  dead,  ancJ  then  was  freely 
taught  by  the  Protestants,  and  thus  they  ascended  up  into  hea- 
ven; and  I  will  add  by  the  help  of  their  private  interpretation; 
and  spintualization  system.  But  he  has  forgotten  to  tell  us  that 
in  that  self  same  hour  there  was  a  great  Earthquake  which* 
caused  the  tenth  part  of  the  city  to  fall  as  John  says,  by  which 
ten  thousand  men  were  slain,  and  the  remnantwere  affrighted 
and  gave  glory  to  the  God  of  heaven,  but  the  Midnight  Cry  tells 
us  that  Popery  still  continues;  i(  so,  the  remnant  were  not  so 
much  frightened  as  the  writer  would  make  out,  for  they  do 
not  give  glory  to  the  God  of  heaven,  consequently  his  book  i*. 
divided  against  itself  and  must  fall. 

Here  1  would  ask  Mr.Fleming,  if  he  supposes  that  the  French 
General  made  the  earth  quake,  by  which  the  tenth  part  of  the 
city  fell?  Or  whether  he  himself  intends  to  repent  of  accusing 
the  prophet  of  lying,  and  give  God  the  glory,  and  henceforth 
take  him  at  his  word  1  For  one  I  shall  wait  for  that  chapter  to 
bo  fulfilled,  for  I  know  that  men  who  make  such  monstrous  ap- 
plications of  scripture  as  are  made  in  the  Midnight  Cry,  will  not 
be  ready  for  the  Saviour  at  his  coming,  let  alone  going  out  to 
meet  him.  Mr.  Fleming  speaks  very  freely  of  scoffers  in  the 
Cry,  pages  63  and  64,  and  compares  some  of  them  to  those  who 
believe  in  a  temporal  millenium,  and  quotes  2d  Peter  3d,  3 — 4. 
Know  this  first,  that  there  shall  come  in  the  last  days,  scoJFer* 
talking  after  their  own  lusts,  and  saying,   Where  ii  the  promise 
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of  his  coming,  for  since  the  fathers  fell  a&leep  all  thiogs  eontinu* 
as  they  were  from  the  beginning  of  creation.  Here  I  would  say, 
let  Mr.  Miller  and  all  his  coadjutors  beware,  lest  they  are  found 
t©  be  even  worse  than  the  characters  here  described  by  Peter. 

God  has  declared  by  Isaiah  11th,  that  "lie  will  set  his  hand 
again  the  second  time  to  recover  Israel  and  Judah,"  no  more  to 
be  scattered,  as  declared  by  other  prophets.  The  prophet  Amos 
tells  us  "that  the  Lord  God  will  do  nothing,  but  he  revealeih  his 
secrets  unto  his  servants  the  prophets."  Then  I  ask  Mr.  Miller 
and  his  coadjutors  whether  they  have  been  made  Prophets  and 
had  the  secrets  of  the  gathering  of  the  house  of  Israel  revealed 
to  them?  If  not  L*set  them  down  as  imposters,  for  God  declares 
by  one  of  the  ancient  of  Prophets  that  he  will  yet  be  inquired 
of  by  the  house  of  Israel  to  do  it  for  them;  and  they  anciently 
enquired  of  the  Lord  by  the  Urim  and  Thummim.  As  the  Miller- 
ites  do  not  profess  to  have  the  Unm  and  Thummim, I  say  let  them 
beware,  for  Ezra  tells  us  3d  chap.,  63d  verse,  w  that  they  should 
not  eat  of  the  most  holy  things  till  there  stood  up  a  priest  with 
Urim  and  with  Thumim,  and  if  they  have  not  got  them  they  cer- 
tainly have  made  a  false  alarm  and  have  run  before  they  were 
sent.  I  have  already  shown  the  reader  that  the  Redeemer  is  to 
corao  to  Zion  to  those  that  turn  from  transgression  in  Jacob,  Isa. 
59;  consequently  the  seed  of  Jacob  will  have  to  be  turned  from 
transgression  before  Christ's  Second  Advent;  were  it  not  so 
there  would  none  of  them  be  saved.  Therefore  Paul  in  the  11th 
of  Rom.  in  speaking  of  the  grafting  in  of  Israel  into  their  own 
olive  tree  again;  says,  verse  26th:  And- "so  all  Israel  shall  be 
saved  as  it  is  written,  There  shall  come  out  of  Zion  the  Deliverer 
and  shall  turn  away  ungodliness  from  Jacob."  Paul  puts  this 
deliverer  in  future,  to  come,  tiere  I  would  observe  that  Moses 
was  called  a  deliverer;  consequently  the  Deliverer  here  spoken  of 
must  be  the  man  that  shall  stand  up  with.the  Urim  and  Thummim 
to  prepare  the  way  before  the  coming  of  the  Lord  to  those  that 
turn  from  transgression  ia  Jacob  as  above  quoted.  Then  I  say  to 
Mr.  Miller  and  to  all  others,  scoff  not  at  the  idea  of  having  a  Pro*- 
phet  in  the  last  days  to  piepare  the  way  before  the  coming  of 
Christ.  But  1  suppose  the  writer  of  the  Midnight  Cry  will  insist 
on  having  a  spiritual  miilenium  and  will  not  go  out  to  meet  the 
Bridegroom  and  will  therefore  be  like  the  antedeluvians  who  would 
not  believe  in  a"  temporal  Ark,  and  so  the  word  of  the  Lord  »s  like 
to  be  fulfilled;  that  at  his  coming  it  shall  be  as  it  was  in  the  days  of 
Noah;  and  if  is  to  be  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noah,  we  certainly 
shall  have  a  Prophet,  for  Noah  wag  a  Prophet;  but  the  world 
would  not  believe  him;  s©  in  the  las*  days  the  world  will  not  be- 
lieve Paul's  Deliverer  who  shall  stand  up  with  Urim  and  Thorn- 
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mim,  consequently  that  day  will  oome  on  them  like  a  thief  in  th" 
night  for  the  midnight  cry  will  make  many  infidels,  who  of  course 
will  not  look  for  the  Lord  to  come. 

In  all  the  Writer's  calculations,  he  sets  the  coming  of  Christ  to 
take  place  in  1843,  although  on  page  58  he  gives  four  years  to 
go  and  conae  on.  Thus  at  the  best,  he  is  determined  to  make 
Paul  and  Malachi  and  many  others  ol  the  old  prophets  to  be  liars, 
for  they  say,  that  the  way  shall  be  prepared  before  him,  and 
even  the  Saviour  himself  has  said  in  the  language  of  my  next, 
"  And  at  midntght  there  was  a  cry  made,  Behold  the  Bridegroom 
cometh,  go  ye  out  to  meet  him."  These  words  show  plainly  that 
some  one  will  receive  a  revelation  and  command,  to  give  the  Mid' 
night  Cry  ;  but  it  cannot  be  the  Millerites,  for  they  do  not  be- 
lieve in  modern  revelation.  Therefore  their  Cry  brings  no  light 
— therefore  then  1  will  say  upon  the  strength  of  modern  revela- 
tion, that  the  Millerites  may  weary  themselves  with  looking  for 
Christ,  for  ten  years  to  come,  and  then  become  infidels^  and  live 
in  infidelity  five  years  longer,  and  then  repent  of  their  foliy  and 
embrace  the  truth,  and  look  in  earnest  five  years  longer,  and  he 
will  not  then  come  ;  and  here  1  leave  it  without  giving  bounds  to 
the  time.  But  my  voice  is  to  all  men,  repent  and  be  baptised  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  that  you  may  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  him  who  has  authority  to  give 
the  Midnight  Cry, 

Here  it  will  be  proper  to  enquire  from  whence  this  authority  is 
to  come.  Is  it  to  proceed  from  Mr.  Miller,  or  some  other  source? 
Mr.  Fleming  very  wisely  asks  the  question,  Midnight.  Cry,  p.  57, 
Who  is  to  give  the  midnight  cry,  if  none  knows  of  \he  time  ? 
He  seems  to  carry  the  idea  that  they  knew  the  time,  and  were  au- 
thorized to  make  the  cry,  but  made  no  claim  to  any  new  revela- 
tion. -I  say  then,  that  they  have  no  business  to  make  it,  for  the 
Scriptures  give  no  man  that  authority,  any  more  than  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  gives  me  authority  to  proclaim  my- 
self King  of  France.  But  the  scriptures  tell  us  where  that  au- 
thority is  to  come  from.  To  ascertain  the  thing,  I  quote  Mathew 
24th,  44,  45.  "Therefore  be  ye  also  ready,  for  in  such  an  hour 
as  ye  know  not  the  son  of  man  cometh.  Who  then  is  a  faithful 
and  wise  servant  whom  his  Lord  hath  made  ruier  over  his  house- 
hold to  give  them  meat  in  due  season."  Here  we  find  a  single- 
servant  spoken  of  whom  the  Lord,  and  not  man,  will  set  over  his 
household,  to  give  them  meat  before  his  coming,  or  in  due  season. 
The  same  servant  is  spoken  of  in  the  14th  of  Luke,  in  ihe  para- 
bio  of  the  supper  ;  also  12th  of  Luke;  and  it  appears  that  the 
Lord  is  to  hold  conversation  with  him,  as  the  reader  will  find  by 
reading  it.     Again  :  Malachi  in    the  3d  chapter,  in  speaking  of 
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the  se^nd  coming  of  Christ,  says:  "  Behold  I  will  send  my 
mesee^per  and  lie  shall  prepare  the  way  before  me,  and  the  Lord 
whom  ye  seek  shall  suddenly  come  to  his  temple."  Again,  4tli 
chap.  5,  6  :  ''Behold  I  will  send  you  Elijah  the  prophet,  before 
the  great  coming  of  and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord,  and  he  shall 
turn  the  heart  of  the  fathers  to  the  children  and  the  hearts  of  the 
children  to  their  fathers,  lest  I  come  and  smite  the  eatth  with  a 
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I  have  now  laid  before  the  reader  fire  or  six  testimonies,  show- 
ing that  there  is  to  be  a  man  to  prepare  the  way  before  the  second 
earning  of  Christ  ;  and  now  to  show  from  wheuce  that  man  is  to 
receive  his  authority,  i  will  quote  Rev.  14th,  6,  7  ;  "And  I  saw 
another  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of  heaven,  having  the  everlasting 
gospel  to  preach  unto  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every 
nation  and  kindred  and  tongue  and  people,  saying  with  a  loud 
voice,  Fear  God  and  give  glory  to  him  for  the  hour  of  his  judg- 
ment is  come."  Here  then  we  see  that  the  Lord  will  set  the  mes- 
senger of  the  covenant  over  his  household,  by  the  administering 
of  an  angel,  that  they  may  receive  meat  in  due  season,  or  in  other 
words  that  the  bride  (or  churchy  may  make  herself  ready  and  be 
built  up  according  to  the  pattern  laid  down  in  1st  Cor.  12th  chap., 
with  apostles,  prophets,  pastors  and  teachers,  with  all  the  other 
members,  powers  and  blessings  there  spoken  of.  The  apostle  says, 
that  the  feet  cannot  say  to  the  eye  I  have  no  need  of  thee,  neither 
the  head  to  the  feet  1  have  no  need  of  you  ;  but  Mr.  Miller  is  so 
foolish  as  to  bolieve  that  Christ  will  come  to  protestant  Gentile 
churches,  who  are  the  children  of  the  great  whore,  without  any 
members  to  perfeat  it,  and  that  after  he  comes  he  will  settle  all 
their  difficulties  and  divisions  that  now  exist  in  their  midst  :  but 
the  Lord  will  keep  truth  on  his  side,  in  that  he  has  said  that  a  king- 
dom or  church  divided  cannot  stand,  but  must  fall  before  the  true 
and  real  midnight  cry. 

Again  it  is  written,  that  all  scripture  given  by  inspiration  is 
profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof  and  for  correction  in  righte- 
ousness, that  the  man  of  God  may  be  thoroughly  furnished  unto 
every  good  work.  Upon  the  strength  of  this  I  affirm,  that  in  order 
that  we  may  be  prepared  for  the  comug  of  Christ,  it  is  necessary 
to  have  the  prophecy  of  Enoch,  quoted  from  by  Jude,  again  resto- 
red to  us;  also  the  books  of  Samuel  the  seer,  Nathan  the  prophet, 
and  God  the  seer,  spoken  of  in  1st  of  Chron.  29th,  29.  Msothe 
prophecy  of  Abijah,  and  vision  of  Iddo  the  seer,  2d  Chron.  9tb,  29 
There  are  many  others  spoken  of  in  the  Bible  loo  numerous  to 
meation.  But  Mr,  Miller,  as  well  as  almost  all  the  rest  of  the 
world,  are  determined  that  they  will  not  receive  any  more  than 
what  iu  contained  in  the  Bible.     I  cay  then  that  except  they  repeat 
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they  will  not  be  thoroughly  furnished  and  prepared  for  the  coming 
of  Christ,  for  1  am  bold  to  assert,  that  the  dead  will  never  be  raised 
until  we  nave  more  of  the  word  of  God  restored  to  us,  which  was 
spoken  of  by  ancient  prophets.  The  scriptures  tell  us  that  the 
dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first;  and  that  too,  ut  his  coming:  1st  The*. 
4th,  16th.  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with 
a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of 
God  :  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first.  Read  1st  Cor.  15th, 
and  also  Rev.  20. 

Having  found  that  the  dead  in  Christ  are  to  be  raised  at  his  com- 
ing, \  say  again  he  will  never  come  until  tho  way  is  prepared  be- 
fore him  by  a  restoration  of  the  word  of  God  ;  and  the  reader 
will  find  that  I  am  in  good  company,  by  reading  Acts  3d,  20,  fll:  "And 
he  shall  send  Jesus  Christ  which  before  was  preached  unto  you:  whom 
the  heavens  must  receive  until  the  times  of  restitution  of  all  things 
which  God  hath  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  holy  prophets  since  the 
world  began."  Having,  as  I  believe,  fairly  detected  the  Millerites  in 
their  Midnight  Cry,  by  showing  some  of  their  follies,  as  well  as  by  pro- 
ving from  scripture  that  there  is  to  be  a  forerunner  of  Christ  whose  bu- 
siness will  be  to  prepare  the  way  before  him  by  restoring  the  word  of 
God  and  gathering  the  saints  that  they  may  be  sanctified  and  prepared 
for  that  glorious  day  when  the  heavens  shall  be  unveiled  and  every  eye 
shall  see  him  together.  I  will  next  shew  the  reader  who  the  person 
is,  that  is  authorized  according  *o  the  above  testimony,  to  sound  the 
alarm  and  give  the  midnight  cry  before  the  coming  of  the  Bridegroom. 
In  doing  this,  I  shall  lay  before  the  reader  a  sketch  of  Church  History, 
published  by  the  person  himself)  in  No.  45,  of  the  Times  and  Seasons, 
with  his  name  attached  to  it. 

CHURCH  HISTORY. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  John  Wentvvorth,  Editor,  and  proprietor  of  the 
'♦Chicago  Democrat,"  I  have  written  the  following  sketch  of  the  rise, 
progress,  persecution,  and  faith  of  the  Latter- Day  Saints,  of  which  I 
have  the  honor,  under  God,  of  being  the  founder.  Mr.  Wentworth 
says,  that  he  wishes  to  furnish  Mr.  Barstow.a  friend  of  his,  who  is 
writing  the  history  of  New  Hampshire,  with  this  document.  As  Mr. 
Barstow  has  taken  the  proper  .steps  to  obtain  correct  information  all 
that  I  shall  ask  at  his  hands,  is,  that  he  publish  the  account  entire,  un- 
garnished  and  without  misrepresentation. 

I  was  born  in  the  town  of  Sharon,  Windsor  co.,  Vermont,  on  the 
23d  of  December,  A.  D.  1805.  When  ten  years  old  my  ]  arents  remo- 
ved to  Palmyra,  New  York,  where  we  resided  about  four  years,  and 
from  thence  we  removed  to  the  town  of  Manchester. 

My  father  was  a  farmer  and  taught  me  the  art  of  husbandry.  Whe* 
about  fourteen  years  of  nge  I  began  to  reflect  upon  the  importance  of 
being  prepared  for  a  future  btate,  and  upon  enquiring  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion I  found  that  there  was  a  great  clash  in  religious  sentiment;  If  I 
went  to  Gee  society  they  referred  me  to  one  plan,  and  another  to 
another;    each    one    pointing"  to    his    own    particular    creed    as  tbe 
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summum  bonum  of  perfection:  considering  that  all  aould  not  be  right 
and  that  God  could  not  be  the  author  of  so  much  confusion  I  determin- 
ed to  investigate  the  subject  more  fully,  believing  that  if  God  had  a 
Church  it  would  not  be  split  up  into  factions,  and  that  if  he  had  taught 
one  society  to  worship  one  way,  and  administer  in  one  set  of  ordinan- 
ces, who  would  not  teach  any  other  principles  which  were  diametrical- 
ly oppesed.  Believing  the  word  of  God  I  had  confidence  in. the  decla- 
ration of  James,  "If  any  ma,n  lack,  wisdom  let  him  ask  of  God  who 
giveth  to  all  men  liberally  and  upbraideth  not  and  it  shall  be  given 
him."  I  retired  to  a  secret  place  in  a  grove  and  began  to  call  upon  the 
Lord,  while  fervently  engaged  in  supplication  my  mind  was  taken  away 
from  the  objects  with  which  T  was  surrounded,  and  I  was  enwrapped  in  a 
heavenly  vision  and  saw  two  glorious  personages  who  exactly  resem- 
bled each  other  in  features,  and  in  likeness,  surrounded  with  a  brilliant 
light  which  eclipsed  the  sun  at  noon  day.  They  told  me  that  all  re- 
ligious denominations  were  believing  in  incorrect  doctrines,  and  that 
none  of  them  was  acknowledged  of  God  as  his  church  and  kingdom. 
And  I  was  expressly  commanded  to  ''go  not  after  them,"  at  the  same 
time  receiving  a  promise  that  the  fullness  of  the  gospel  should  at  some 
future  time  be  make  known  unto  me. 

On  the  21st  of  September,  A.  D.  1823,  while  I  was  praying  unto  God, 
and  endeavoring  to  exercise  faith  in  the  preeious  promises  of  scripture 
on  a  sudden  a  light  like  that  of  day,  only  of  a  far  purer  and  more  glo- 
rious appearance,  and  brightness  burst  into  the  room,  indeed  the  first 
sight  was  as  though  the  house  was  filled  with  consuming  fire;  the  ap- 
pearance produced  a  shock  that  affected  the  whole  body:  in  a  moment 
a  personage  stood  before  me  surrounded  with  a  glory  yet  greater  than 
that  with  which  I  was  already  surrounded.  This  messenger  proclaim- 
ed himself  to  be  an  angel  of  God  sent  to  Dring  the  joyful  tidings,  that 
the  covenant  which  God  made  with  ancient  Israel  was  at  hand  to  be 
fulfilled,  that  the  preparatory  work  for  the  second  coming  of  the  Mes- 
siah was  speedily  to  commence;  that  the  time  was  at  hand  for  the  gos- 
pel, in  all  its  fulness  to  be  preached  in  power,  unto  all  nations,  that  a 
people  might  be  prepared  for  the  millennial  reign. 

I  was  informed  that  I  was  chosen  to  be  an  instrument  in  the  hands 
of  God  to  bring  about  some  of  hie  glorious  purposes  in  this  glorious 
dispensation. 

I  was  also  informed  concerning  the  aboriginal  inhabitauts  of  this 
country,  and  shown  who  they  were,  a«nd  from  whence  they  came;  a 
brief  sketch  of  their  origin,  progress,  civilization,  laws,  governments, 
of  their  righteousness  and  iniquity,  and  the  blessings  of  God  being  fi- 
nally withdrawn  from  them  as  a  people  was  made  known  unto  me:  I 
was  also  told  where  there  was  deposited  some  plates  on  which  were 
engraven  an  abridgement  of  the  records  of  the  ancient  prophets  that 
had  existed  on  this  continent.  The  angel  appeared  to  me  three  times 
and  unfolded  the  same  things.  After  having  received  many  visits  from 
the  angels  of  God  unfolding  the  majesty,  and  glory  of  the  events  that 
should  transpire  in  the  last  days,  on  the  morning  of  the  22d  of  Septem- 
ber A.  D.  1827,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  delivered  the  records  into  my 
hands. 

These  records  were  engraven  oia  plates  which  had  the  appearance  of 
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gold,  each  plate  was  six  inches  wide  and  eight  inches  long  and  not 
quite  po  thick  as  common  tin.  They  were  filled  with  engravings,  in 
Egyptian  characters,  and  bound  together  in  a  volume,  as  the  leaves  of 
a  book  with  three  rings  running  through  the  whole.  The  volume  was 
something  near  six  inches  in  thickness,  a  part  of  which  was  sealed. — ■ 
The  characters  on  the  unsealed  part  were  small  and  beautifully  engra- 
ved. The  whole  book  exhibited  marks  of  antiquity  in  its  construction 
and  much  skill  in  the  art  of  engraving.  With  these  records  was  found 
a  curious  instrument  which  the  ancients  called  "Urirn  andThummim," 
which  consisted  of  two  transparent  stones  set  in  the  rim  of  a  bow  fas- 
tened to  a  breast-plate. 

Through  the  medium  of  the  Urim  and  Thnmmim  I  translated  the 
record  by  the  gift  and  power  of  God. 

In  this  important  and  interesting  book  the  history  of  ancient  Amer- 
ica is  unfolded,  from  its  first  settlement  by  a  colony  that  came  from  the 
tower  of  Babel,  at  the  contusion  of  languages  to  the  beginning  of  the 
fifth  century  of  the  Christian  era.  We  are  informed  by  these  records 
that  America  in  ancient  times  has  been  inhabited  by  two  distinct  races 
of  people.  The  first  were  called  Jaredites  and  came  directly  from  the 
tower  of  Babel.  The  second  race  came  directly  from  the  city  of  Jeru- 
salem, about  six  hundred  years  before  Christ.  They  were  principally 
Israelites,  of  the  descendants  of  Joseph.  The  Jaredites  were  destroy- 
ed about  the  time  that  the  Israelites  came  from  Jerusalem,  who 
succeeded  them  in  the  inheritance  of  the  country.  The  principal 
nation  of  the  second  race  feli  in  battle  towards  the  close  of  the  fourth 
century.  Tito  remnant  are  the  Indians  that  now  inhabit  this  country. 
This  book  also  tells  ue  that  our  Saviour  made  his  appearance  upon  this 
continent  after  his  resurrection,  that  he  planted  the  gospel  here  in  all  its 
fulness  and  richness  and  power  and  blessing;  that  they  had  apostles, 
prophets,  pastors,  teachers  and  evangelists;  the  same  order,  the  same 
priesthood,  the  same  ordinances,  gifts,  powers,  and  blessing,  as  was 
enjoyed  on  the  eastern  continent,  that  the  people  were  cut  off  in 
consequence  of  their  transgressions,  that  the  last  of  their  prophets  who 
existed  among  them  was  commanded  to  write  an  abridgement  of 
their  prophecies,  history  foe.  and  to  hide  it  up  in  the  earth,  and  that 
it  should  come  forth  and  be  united  with  the  bible  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  purposes  of  God  in  the  last  days.  For  a  more  particular 
account  I  would  refer  to  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  can  be  purcha- 
sed at  Nauvoo,  or  from, any  of  our  travelling  elders. 

As  soon  as  the  news  of  this  discovery  was  made  known,  false  re- 
ports, misrepresentation  and  slander  flew  as  on  the  wings  of  the  wind 
in  every  direction,  the  house  was  frequently  beset  by  mobs  and  evil  de- 
signing person*,  several  timej  I  was  shot  at  and  very  narrowly  escaped, 
and  every  device  was  made  use  of  to  get  the  plates  away  from  me,  but 
the  power  of  God  attended  me,  and  several  began  to  believe  my  tes- 
timony. 

On  "the  6th  of  April  1830,  the  "Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter 
Day  Saints,"  was  first  organized  in  the  town  of  Manchester,  Ontario 
county,  state  of  New  York.  Some  t^ew  were  called  and  ordained  by 
the  spirit  of  revelation,  and  prophecy,  and  began  to  preach  as  the 
spirit  gave  them  utterance,  and  thpugh  weak,  yet  were  they  strength- 
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enei  by  the  power  of  Goej,  and  many  were  brought  to  repentance,  were 
immersed  in  the  water,  and  were  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  lay- 
ing on  of  hands.  They  saw  visions  and  prophesied,  devils  were  cast 
out  and  the  sick  healed  by  the  laying  on  of  hands.  From  that  time 
the  work  rolled  forth  with  astonishing  rapidity,  and  churches  were  soon 
formed  in  the  states  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illi- 
nois and  Missouri ;  in  the  last  named  state  a  considerable  settlement 
was  formed  in  Jackson  co. ;  numbers  joined  the  church  and  we  were 
increasing  radidly ;  we  made  large  purchases  of  land,  our  farms  teein- 
<ed  with  plenty,  and  peace  and  happiness  was  enjoyed  in  our  domestic 
circle  and  throughout  our  neighborhood;  but  as  we  could  not  associate 
with  our  neighbors  who  were  many  of  them  of  the  basest  of  men  and 
had  fled  from  the  face  of  civilized  society  to  the  frontier  country  to  es- 
cape the  hand  of  justice,  in  their  midnight  revels,  their  Sabbath  break- 
ing, horseracing  and  gambling,  they  commenced  at  first  ridicule,  then 
to  persecute,  and  finally  an  organized  mob  assembled  and  burned  our 
bouses,  tarred  and  feathered,  and  whipped  many  of  our  brethren,  and 
finally  drove  them  from  their  habitations;  who  houseless  and  homeless, 
contrary  to  law,  justice  and  humanity,  had  so  wander  on  the  bleak 
prairies  till  the  children  left  the  tracks  of  their  blood  on  the  prairie; — 
tills  took  place  in  the  month  of  November,  and  they  had  no  other  cov- 
ering but  the  canopy  of  heaven,  in  this  inclement  season  of  the  year; 
this  proceeding  was  winked  at  by  the  government,  and  although  we 
faad  warrantee  deeds  for  our  land,  and  had  violated  no  law,  we  could 
obtain  no  redress. 

There  were  many  sick,  who  were  thus  inhumanly  driven  from  their 
houses,  and  had  to  endure  all  this  abuse  and  to  seek  homes  where  they 
could  be  found.  The  result  was  that  a  great  many  of  them  being  de- 
prived of  the  comforts  of  life,  and  the  necessary  attendances,  died; 
many  children  were  left  orphans:  wives,  widows  :  and  husbands  wid- 
owers. Our  farms  were  taken  possession  of  by  the  mob,  many  thou- 
sands of  cattle,  sheep,  horses,  and  hogs,  were  taken  and  our  household 
goods,  store  goods,  and  printing  press,  and  type  were  broken,  taken,  or 
otherwise  destroyed. 

Many  of  our  brethren  removed  to  Clay  where  they  continued  until 
1836,  three  years;  there  was  no  violence  offered  but  there  were  threat  - 
nings  of  violence.  But  in  the  sutnmfi  of  1836,  these  threatnings  be- 
gan to  assume  a  more  serious  form;  from  threats,  public  meetings  were 
called,  resolutions  were  paased,  vengeance  and  destruction  were  threat- 
ened, and  affairs  again  assumed  a  fearful  attitude.  Jackson  county  was 
a  sufficient  precedent,  and  as  the  authorities  in  that  county  did  not  in- 
terfere, they  boasted  th^tthey  would  not  in  this,  which  on  application 
to  the  authorities  we  found  to  be  too  true,  and  after  much  violence, 
privation  and  loss  of  property,  we  were  again  driven  from  our  homes. 

We  next  settled  in  Caldwell  and  Davies  counties,  where  we  made 
large  and  extensive  settlements,  thinking  to  free  ourselves  from  the 
power  of  oppression,  by  settling  in  new  counties,  witnvery  ffbw  inhab- 
itants in  them  ;  but  here  we  were  not  allowed  to  live  in  peace,  but  in 
1,8.38  we  were  again  attacked  by  mobs,  an  exterminating  order  was  is- 
sued by  Gov.  Boggs,  and  under  the  eauction  of  law,  an  organized  ban- 
ditti ranged  through  the  country,  robbed  us  of  our  cattle,  sh&ep,  horses, 
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hogs  &c,  many  of  our  people  were  murdered  in  cold  blood,  the 
chastity  of  our  women  was  violated,  and  we  were  forced  to  sign 
away  our  property  at  the  point  of  the  sword,  and  after  enduring 
every  indignity  that  could  be  heaped  upon  us  by  an  inhuman, 
ungodly  band  of  marauders, from  twelve  to  fifteen  thousand  souls, 
men,  women,  and  children  were  driven  from  their  own  fire  sides, 
and  from  lands  that  they  had  warrantee  deeds  of,  houselesp,  friend- 
less, and  homeless,  (fn  the  depth  of  winter,)  to  wander  as  exiles 
on  the  earth  or  to  seek  an  asylum  in  a  more  genial  clime,  and 
among  a  less  barbarous  people. 

Many  sickened  and  died,  in  consequence  of  the  cold,  and  hard- 
ships they  had  to  endure;  many  wives  were  left  widows,  and  chil- 
dren orphans,  and  destitute.  It  would  take  more  time  than  is  al- 
lotted me  here  to  describe  the  injustice,  the  wrongs,  the  murders, 
the  bloodshed,  the  theft,  misery  and  woe  that  has  been  caused  by 
the  barbarous,  inhuman,  and  lawless  proceedings  of  the  state  of 
Missouri. 

In  the  situation  before  alluded  to  we  arrived  in  the  state  of  Ik 
linois  in  1839,  where  we  found  a  hospitable  people  and  a  friendly 
home,  a  people  who  were  willing  to  be  governed  by  the  principles 
of  law  and  humanity.  We  have  commenced  to  build  a  city  call- 
ed "Nauvoo"  in  Hancock  co.,  we  number  from  six  to  eight  thou- 
sand here  besides  vast  numbers  in  the  county  around  and  in  al- 
most every  county  of  the  state.  We  have  a  city  charter  gran- 
ted us  and  a  charter  for  a  legion  the  troops  of  which  now  number 
1500.  We  have  also  a  charier  for  a  university,  for  an  agricultu- 
ral and  manufacturing  society,  have  our  own  laws  and  administra- 
tors, and  possess  all  the  privileges  that  other  free  and  enlightened 
citizens  enjoy. 

Persecution  has  not  stopped  the  progress  of  truth,  but  has  only 
added  fuel  to  the  flame,  it  has  spread  with  increasing  rapidity, 
proud  of  the  cause  which  they  have  espoused  and  conscious  of 
their  innocence  and  the  truth  of  their  system  amidst  calumny  and 
jeproach  have  the  elders  of  this  church  £one  forth,  and  planted 
the  gospel  in  almost  every  state  in  the  union,  it  has  penetrated 
our  cities,  it  has  spread  over  our  villages,  and  has  caused  thou- 
sands of  our  intelligent,  noble  and  patriotic  citizens  to  obey  its  di- 
vine mandates,  and  be  governed  by  its  sacred  truths.  It  has  also 
spieod  into  England,  Ireland,  Scotland  and  Wales:  in  the  year  of 
1839  where  a  few  of  our  missionaries  were  sent  over  five  thousand 
joined  the  standard  of  truth,  there  are  numbers  now  joining  in  ev- 
ery land; 

Our  missionaries  are  going  forth  to  different  nations,  and  in  Ger- 
many, Palestine,  New  Holland,  the  East  Indies,  nnd  other  places, 
the  standard  of  truth  has  been  erected:  no  unhallowed  hand  can 
stop  the  work  from  progressing,  persecutions  may  rage,  mobs  may 
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combine,  armies  may  assemble,  calumny  may  defame,  but  the 
truth  of  God  will  go  forth  boldiy,  nobly,  and  independent  till  it  has 
penetrated  every  continent,  visited  every  clime,  swept  every 
country,  and  sounded  in  every  ear,  till  the  purposes  of  God  shall 
be  accomplished  and  the  great jehovah  shall  say  thoworkis  done. 

We  believe  in  God  the  Eternal  Father,  and  in  his  son  Jesus 
Christ,  and  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

We  believe  that  men  will  be  punished  for  their  own  sins  and 
not  for  Adams  transgression. 

We  believe  that  through  the  atonement  of  Christ  all  mankind 
may  be  saved  by  obedience  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel. 

We  believo  that  these  ordinances  are  1st,  Faith  in  the  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ;  2d,  Repentance;  3d,  Baptism  by  immersion  for  the 
remission  of  sins;  4th,  Laying  on  of  hands  for  the  gift  of  the 
HolyGhost. 

We  believe  that  a  man  must  be  called  of  God  by  "prophesy, 
and  by  laying  on  of  hands"  by  those  who  are  in  authority  to 
preach  the  gospel  and  administer  in  the  ordinances  thereof. 

We  believe  in  the  same  organization  that  existed  in  the  primi- 
tive church,  viz:  apostles,  prophets,  pastors,  teachers,  evange- 
lists, &c. 

We  believe  in  the  gift  of  tongues,  prophesy,  revelation,  vis- 
ions, healing,  interpretation  of  tongues  &c. 

We  believe  the  bible  to  be  the  word  of  God  as  far  as  it  is  trans- 
lated correctly;  we  also  believe  the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  the 
word  of  God. 

We  believe  all  that  God  has  revealed,  all  that  he  does  now  re- 
veal, and  we  believe  that  he  will  yet  reveal  many  great  and  im- 
portant things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  God. 

We  believe  in  the  literal  gathering  of  Israel  and  in  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Ten  Tribes.  That  Zion  will  be  built  upon  this  conti- 
nent. That  Christ  will  reign  personally  upon  the  earth,  and  that 
the  earth  will  be  renewed  and  receive  its  paradsaic  glory. 

We  claim  the  privilege  of  worshipping  Almighty  God  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  our  conscience,  and  allow  all  men  the 
same  privilege  let  them  worship  how,  where,  or  what  they  may. 

We  believe  in  being  subject  to  kings,  presidents,  rulers,  and 
magistrates,  in  obeying,  honoring  and  sustaining  the  law. 

We  believe  in  being  honest,  true,  chasie,  benevolent,  virtuous, 
and  in  doing  good  to  all  men;  indeed  we  may  say  that  we  follow 
the  admonition  of  Paul  ''we  believe  all  things  we  hope  all  things," 
we  have  endured  many  things  and  hope  to  be  able  to  endure  all 
things.  If  there  is  any  thing  virtuous,  lovely,  or  of  good  report  or 
praise  worthy  we  seek  after  these  things.     JOSEPH  SMITH. 
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"Try  all  things,  prove  all  things,  holdfast  that  which  is  good." 

Lo  from  the  skies  an  angel  came,  The  preparation  morn  has  come, 

Glad  tidings  for  to  bring;  The  light  begins  to  dawn; 

The  welcome  day  of  Jesus'  reign,  Swift  o'er  the  earth  the  truth  will  run 

E're  long  is  to  begin.  As  shades  before  the  morn. 

Come  then  with  me  my  friends  prepare,  Jesus's  mild  voice  we  now  do  know, 

That  glorious  day  to  meet;  While  in  the  truth  we  stand; 

Of  Babel's  priests,  O  then  beware,  Sweet  anthems  frcm  our  lips  shall  flow, 

And  Christ's  true  servants  greet.  In  Zion's  happy  land. 

The  gentle  heaven's  now  has  bow'd,  Old  Michael's  trump  e'r  long  will  Bound, 

And  darkness  now  is  rent ;  The  dead  in  Christ  will  rise; 

The  gospel  trump  is  sounding  loud,  And  Enoch's  band  in  glory  round 

By  those  whom  God  hath  sent.  Will  meet  us  in  the  skies. 

Having  now  in  a  good  degree,  come  to  a  knowledge  of  both 
false  and  true  principles,  and  who  it  is  that  is  to  sounJ  the  alarm 
and  give  the  cry,  "  Go  ye  out  to  meet  the  bridegroom,"  I  would 
here  give  my  testimony  and  say,  that  I  know  the  book  of  Mormon 
to  be  true,  and  that  Joseph  Smith  is  a  Prophet  of  God,  for  I  have 
never  known  the  word  of  God  through  him  to  fail.  Therefore, 
when  men  come  to  you  crying,  get  ye  ready  to  meet  the  bride* 
groom,  just  ask  them  where  you  shall  go  to  meet  him;  and  if  they 
do  not  tell  you  either  at  Jerusalem  or  Mount  Zion,  set  them  down 
as  being  men  who  stand  in  need  of  more  revelation  to  help  them 
out  of  the  midnight  darkness  they  themselves  are  in — Therefore 
go  ye  not  after  them,  for  they  are  in  the  broad  road  that  seemeth 
right  unto  man,  but  the  end  thereof  is  death.  For  it  is  written 
by  Joel,  that  in  Mount  Zion  and  in  Jerusalem,  there  shall  be  de- 
liverance when  the  Lord  comes.  Again,  should  you  or  any  other 
person  persist  in  affirming  that  there  is  to  be  no  more  revelation, 
rest  assured,  that  you  are  in  want  of  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
scriptures,  for  Jeremiah  tells  us  in  chap.  33,  that  when  God  gath- 
ers Israel,  he  will  reveal  unto  them  the  abundance  of  peace  and 
truth. 

When  a  man  says  to  you  do  not  go  to  hear  the  Mormons  preach 
for  they  will  lead  you  astray  from  the  truth,  set  that  mar.  down 
as  being  a  dishonest  man,  or  that  he  has  not  been  born  again,  and 
been  made  to  drink  into  the  one  spirit,  which  moved  the  aposila 
anciently  to  say — "  try  all  things,  prove  all  things,  hold  fast  that 
which  is  good." 

When  your  own  heart  says  to  you,  I  wish  I  knew  whether  the 
Mormons  are  the  false  teachers  described  in  scripture  or  not,  set 
yourself  down  as  being  in  want  of  the  other  comforter  which  the 
Saviour  said  should  lead  you  into  all  truth,  and  which  the  world 
could  not  receive — for  it  is  written,  that  the  Spirit  maketh  man-* 
ifest. 

When  any  man  says  to  you  that  the  book  of  Mormon  is  false, 
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and  that  Christ  did  not  show  himself  to  his  other  sheep,  upon  the 
continent  of  America,  and  that  they  did  not  hear  his  voice,  set 
that  man  down  as  being  partial,  and  of  accusing  the  Saviour  of 
lying,  and  that  it  would  not  choak  him  to  tell  one  himself,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  his  points — therefore  be  is  not  fit  to  hold 
any  office  in  society,  either  civil  or  religious,  for  be  would  sacri- 
fice the  best  interests  of  his  constituents  to  his  own  aggrandize- 
ment and  self  will. 

When  professed  preachers  of  the  gospel  say  to  you  that  we 
have  got  enough  of  the  word  of  God  in  the  Bible,  set  them  down 
as  being  wilfully  ignorant,  and  that  they  intend  to  deceive  you  by 
their  sophistry— for  it  is  written  in  Mathew,  "  Man  shall  not  live 
by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the 
mouth  of  God,"  and  there  are  fifteen  or  eighteen  books,  gospels 
and  epistles,  spoken  of  in  the  Bible  which  are  not  contained  with- 
in its  pages,  and  God  declares  that  he  will  give  "  line  upon  line, 
precept  upon  precept,  here  a  little  and  there  a  little." 

Should  they  say  to  you  again  that  it  is  not  essential  that  these 
old  prophecies  should  be  restored,  say  to  them,  that  out  of  their 
own  mouth,  God  will  judge  them;  and  say  to  them  that  it  is  not 
essential  that  they  should  have  part  in  the  first  resurrection, 
for  it  is  written  that  the  saints  shall  be  raised  from  the  dead  at 
Christ's  coming  :  and  also  the  scriptures  declare  that  the  heavens 
must  retain  him,  until  the  restoration  of  all  that  has  been  spoken 
by  the  mouth  of  all  the  holy  prophets  since  the  world  began. 

When  a  man  shall  say  to  you  that  we  have  no  more  need  of 
prophets  and  apostles,  say  to  him  that  he  is  a  dangerous  man, 
and  that  he  has  been  blown  about  by  every  wind  of  doctrine,  and 
has  got  into  the  broad  road  of  division  and  destruction,  and  would 
3e  glad  of  your  company :  therefore  detect  him  by  the  words  of 
Paul;  who  says,  Apostles  and  Prophets  were  given  until  we  all 
some  to  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of 
jod,  that  we  might  not  be  blown  about  and  divided  by  every 
vind  of  doctrine  by  the  cunning  craftiness  of  man.  Paul  also 
says,  1st  Cor.  12,  "  That  God  set  some  in  the  church— first, 
\postles— second,  Prophets— thirdly,  Teachers-  then  gifts,  mir- 
acles, tongues,  discerning  of  spirits,"  &c.  All  these,  he  says, 
vere  for  the  Derfecting  of  the  saints  :  and  Ecclesiastes  tells  us, 
he  3d  chap.,  ""  I  know  that  whatsoever  God  doeth  it  shall  be  for 
iver;  nothing  can  be  put  to  it  nor  any  thing  taken  from  it;  and 
jod  doeth  it  that  men  should  fear  before  him."  Therefore,  when 
nen  say  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  have  heart  religion  in  order 
o  be  saved,  set  such  down  as  having  a  form  of  godliness,  but 
lenyingthe  power  thereof,  and  they  consequently  are  taking  from 
he  word  of  God.     They   therefore  are  like  a  ship  in   the  sea, 
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without  a  steersman,  blown  about  by  every  contrary  wind;  but 
put  a  steersman  on  board,  and  he  would  land  it  safe  in  port.  So 
give  a  man  good  head  religion,  and  the  heart  will  soon  be  right  by 
following  its  dictates.  Even  so,  the  church  has  need  of  apostles 
and  prophets,  for  a  governing  head  to  unite  it,  and  give  it  a  pro- 
per direction,  even  as  the  head  or  the  intelligent  part  does  the 
body  ;  for  when  the  intelligent  part  of  man  becomes  deranged, 
the  members  of  the  body  are  very  apt  to  pursue  a  course  calcu- 
lated to  destroy  the  body.  Just  so  with  the  church,  when  its  head 
is  deranged  or  disorganized  by  aspiring  men  who  claim  to  be  caIN 
ed  of  God,  and  at  the  same  time  deny  revelation,  and  thereby 
distract  the  church  and  run  it  into  division  and  destruction. 

When  you  hear  a  man  saying  to  a  servant  of  God,  do  a  miracle 
or  show  us  a  sign,  and  we  will  believe  that  Joseph  Smith  is  a  pro- 
phet aad  (hat  you  are  sent  of  God,  set  such  man  down  as  being 
wicked  and  rotten  at  heart — for  it  is  written,  that  a  wicked  and 
adulterous  generation  seeketh  after  a  sign;  and  besides  all  this,  if 
the  servants  of  God  went  about  doing  miracles  to  convince  tho 
world  that  they  were  sent  of  God,  how  would  the  world  be  able  to 
tell  them  from  the  servants  of  Satan  1  For  it  is  written,  that  he 
shall  work  with  all  power,  signs,  and  lying  wonders,  before  the 
second  coming  of  Christ,  and  with  all  deceivableness  of  unrighN 
eousuess  in  them  that  perish:  2d  Tessalonians,  2d  chap. 

But  again  .•  when  you  hear  priests  telling  the  people  that  there 
are  no  such  things  as  the  gilts  of  healing,  and  miracles,  and  scoff 
at  it,  saying  we  have  no  need  of  these  things  in  this  enlightened 
age,  set  them  down  as  hireling  priests,  whose  craft  is  in  danger 
ot  being  exposed  by  irue  teachers,  such  as  apostles  and  prophets, 
who  expose  their  wickedness  and  bring  their  mysterious  religion 
to  light,  by  stripping  them  of  their  hypocritical  garb  of  spiritual- 
ization — for  Peter  says,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  scriptures  is  of 
any  private  interpretation— whosoever  spiritualizes  them,  will  do 
it  to  their  own  destruction. 

Again — when  you  hear  people  saying  that  there  is  to  be  no  more  minis- 
tering of  angels  in  the  last  days,  set  them  down  as  belonging  to,  or  coinci- 
ding with  the  Mystery  Babylon,  whose  fall  is  to  be  proclaimed  through  the 
administration  of  an  angel,  as  declared  by  the  revelator  John,  when  the  wine 
press  is  to  be  trodden  without  the  city  or  in  the  open  field,  as  spoken  by  E- 
zekiel  the  prophet.  And  in  fine,  when  you  hear  sectarian  priests  say  that 
the  book  of  Mormon  is  an  addition  to  the  Bible,  set  them  down  for  men  who 
both  add  to  and  take  from  the  scriptures,  by  their  spiritualizing  system  of 
private  interpretation.  But  the  book  of  Mormon  leaves  the  Bible  as  it  finds 
it,  neither  adding  to  nor  taking  from  it :  therefore  it  remains  the  same  and 
always  will. 

Lastly — when  men  say  to  you  they  are  sent  of  God  to  preach  the  gospel, 
ask  them  what  priesthood  they  are  of;  and  if  they  do  not  tell  you  that  they 
are  either  of  the  Aaronic  or  the  Melchisidec,  set  them  down  as  false  teach- 
ers  who  have  run  without  authority  ;  for  we  read  of  no  other  priesthood  in 
the  scriptures,  save  those  two — consequently  they  have  not  been  sent ;  for 
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Paul  tells  us,  no  man  taketh  this  honor  unto  himself  but  he  that  is  called  of 
God,  as  was  Aaron.  And  how  will  they  preach  except  they  be  sent  ? — 
They  will  say  that  Christ  did  not  mean  what  he  said,  when  he  said  that 
thesa  signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe  the  gospel;  and  thereby  subtract 
from  the  word  of  God,  and  add  their'B  in  the  stead  thereof,  and  make  it 
read :  These  signs  shall  follow  your  Apostle,  and  nobody  else — thus  having 
a  form  of  Godliness,  but  denying  the  power  thereof;  therefore  from  such 
turn  away,  for  they  will  creep  into  houses  and  lead  captive  silly  women,  &c. 
as  declared  by  Paul  to  Timothy. 

Having  now  laid  before  you  a  tew  things  out  of  the  many,  contained  in 
the  scriptures,  whereby  you  may  be  able  to  detect  false  teachers,  it  may  not 
be  amiss  to  lay  before  the  reader  a  few  traits  whereby  a  true  teacher  may  be 
more  clearly  distinguished  from  the  false  teachers,  who  are  continually  blow- 
ing  a  trumpet  that  gives  an  uncertain  sound:  but  not  so  with  the  true  teach- 
ers, for  their  trumpet  gives  a  certain  sound,  rolling  forth  sweet  anthems  of 
praise  to  the  most  High,  with  a  verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord.  I  know  the 
things  which  I  declare  unto  you  to  be  true,  for  the  great  God  has  revealed 
it  unto  us  by  his  own  power  ;  wherefore  harden  not  your  hearts  against  the 
truth,  for  it  is  good  news  and  glad  tidings  to  all  people — !o  !  the  bridegroom 
cometh,  go  ye  out  to  meet  him,  for  behold  the  time  is  at  hand  when  the 
Lamb  shall  stand  upon  Mount  Zion,  and  with  him  an  hundrtd  forty  and 
four  thousand,  who  shall  be  the  first  fruits  of  God  un.o  the  Lamb,  who 
shall  bring  in  the  everlasting  righteous,  and  to  him  that  looketh  for  his  ap- 
pearing, to  him  he  shall  appear  the  second  time  without  sin  unto  salvation  . 


O,  hail  the  day  the  glorious  day, 
By  ancient  prophets  long  foretold, 
From  Asia  land  that's  far  away, 
Columbia's  soil  they  did  behold. 


WhereJacob's  race  have  long  since  strol'd 
But  now  are  turning  to  their  Lord, 
And  gathering  to  Mount  Zion's  fold, 
Believing  in  his  holy  word. 


When  men  come  to  you  preaching  the  gospel  of  peace  for  the  gathering 
of  Israel,  and  not  in  their  own  names,  proclaiming  repentance  and  baptism 
for  the  remission  of  sins  and  the  laying  on  of  hands  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  teach  as  one  having  authority,  and  not  as  the  sects,  set  them 
down  for  true  teachers — for  so  came  the  servants  of  God  in  days  of  old. 

And  again — when  men  come  to  you  preaching  repentance  and  baptism  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  saying  that  the  same  signs  shall  follow  them  that  be- 
lieve as  in  the  days  of  old,  as  it  is  written,  In  my  name  they  shall  cast  out 
devils,  speak  with  new  tongues,  take  up  serpents,  and  if  they  shall  drink  any 
deadly  thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them — they  shall  lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and 
they  shall  recover.  Such  you  may  set  down  as  being  true  teachers,  if  they 
declare  to  you  that  they  are  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  Melchisidec 
priesthood,  for  so  declared  the  apostles  of  old. 

When  men  come  to  you  and  declare  that  God  has  given  more  revelation 
for  the  gathering  of  Israel,  preaching  according  to  the  foregoing  pattern, 
set  them  down  as  being  true  teachers,  for  so  the  prophets  declared  that  it 
should  come  to  pass  in  the  last  days.  Joel  2d — Jeremiah  16th  &23d  chaps, 
and  also  31st  it  is  declared,  that  there  shall  be  a  day  that  the  watchman  up- 
on Mount  Ephraim  shall  cry,  Arise  ye,  let  us  go  up  to  Mount  Zion  unto 
the  Lord  our  God.  And  now  I  declare  unto  all  people  that  Mount  Zion  is 
on  the  land  of  America,  and  Jerusalem  upon  the  land  of  Asia. 


Its  now  the  warning  voice  I  give, 
Go  forth  the  Bridegroom  for  to  meet; 
Repent  and  be  baptis'd  and  live, 
And  worship  at  his  feet. 


That  oil  by  you  may  be  prepared, 
The  Holy  Ghost  you  must  receive; 
As  Peter  has  to  you  declared, 
That  none  may  you  deoeiva.

From  land  to  land  from  sea  to  sea;  Must  I  bid  you  a  long  farewell; 

Prepare  ye  for  to  meet  the  bride,  Or  will  you  to  the  trump  give  ear, 

Its  sound  will  ever  be.  And  save  yourselves  from  hell? 

Not  so  with  those  whom  God  hath  sent,  If  in  division's  path  you  run, 

The  Holy  Ghost  for  to  impart;  A  long  farewell  must  be  our  lot; 

The  midnight  darkness  it  hath  rent,  For  in  the  straight  and  narrow  one 

And  cheers  the  honest  heart.  Christ's  true  Church  has  now  got.

Whether  this  chronology  of  time  from  Zedekiah  to  the  birth  of  Christ  is 
exactly  correct  is  uncertain,  bat  I  think  it  nearly  so,  or  at  the  farthest,  that 
it  will  not  overrun  the  true  time  more  than  six  years,  as  for  the  time  from 
Adam  to  Zedekiah  the  reader  will  find  it  just  as  it  is  recorded  in  ths  scrip- 
tures down  through  the  reign  of  the  Kings  of  Judah,  which  is  most  likely 
to  be  correct,  because  we  received  the  sacred  history  from  the  hands  of  that 
tribe,  and  they  would  be  more  likely  to  give  the  history  of  the  reign  of  their 
own  kings  correct,  than  they  would  that  of  the  kings  of  Israel,  who  revolted 
between  nine  and  ten  hundred  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ,  and  who, 
also,  were  carried  away  captive  into  Assyria  by  Salmancar,  more  than  700 
years  before  Christ;  consequently  there  is  no  sure  way  of  obtaining  a  cor- 
rect chronology  of  time  by  tracing  it  through  the  kings  of  Israel.  Some 
may  feel  disposed  to  dispute  this  chronology,  because  there  is  no  division  of 
years  attached  to  the  reign  of  the  kings,  and  will  say  that  it  gives  too  long  a 
time  to  their  reign.  Another  man  might  say  with  equal  propriety,  that  it 
gives  too  short  a  lime.  1  therefore  think  it  best  to  let  it  stand  as  we  find  it 
in  sacred  writ,  and  should  it  overrun  six  months  in  the  reign  of  one  king, 
it  might  full  short  the  same  in  the  reign  of  the  next,  and  upon  this  rule  there 
would  be  but  very  little  variation  from  the  true  time.  Thus  we  discover, 
from  the  foregoing  chronology,  that  Mr.  Miller  falls  in  the  rear  again,  in  re- 
gard to  the  age  of  the  world.  Therefore  he  cannot  accuse  me  of  crying 
peace  and  safety,  for  I  am  still  ahead  of  him  sounding  the  alarm — Behold 
the  bridegroom  cometh,  go  ye  out  to  meet  him.  But  go  not  in  haste  nor  by 
flight,  but  thoroughly  clease  your  vessels  from  old  sectarian  religion,  by  true 
genuine  repentance  and  baptism  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  you  shall  re- 
ceive the  Holy  Spirit  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  which  shall  be  as  a  lamp  in 
your  path  and  as  a  blaze  of  understanding  in  your  heart,  whjch  will  create 
the  glittering  shield  of  faith  whereby  you  will  be  enabled  to  quench  all  the 
firay  darts  of  the  devil,  and  make  your  way  out  of  the  shadowing  night  of 
Babylon's  hireling  priests,  and  gather  up  to  Ziou's  lands,  and  there  await 
the  opening  heavens  to  reveal  our  blest  Redeemor  from  on  high,  who  shall 
be  teirible  to  his  enemies;  but  unto  those  who  look  for  his  appearing,  will  he 
appear  without  sin  unto  salvation,  and  they  will  go  forth  and  grow  up  as 
calves  of  the  stall.
